Inquiry into cross-burning casts light on activities of white-supremacist groups in Western Canada

EDMONTON — Cross-burnings 
лге usually associated with the U.S. 
Deep South, where anonymous fig- 
ures wearing white robes use intim- 
idation to fan hatred between black 
ind white, Jew and Gentile. 

But yesterday, Albertans were told 
that the same elements of intolerance 
exist in their own backyard and must 
be stopped, 

The warning came from a board of 
inquiry that investigated a highly 
publicized cross-burning іп ап 
Alberta farmer's field, where the 
who's who of Canada's white 
supremacists, neo-Nazi and Ku 
Klux Klan members gathered for an 
"Aryan Fest" wearing Nazi uni- 
forms and swastikas and chanting 
"Death to the Jew" under the light of 
а flaming cross. 

“The spectre of evil is not limited 
to far-off Europe or the Deep South 
of the United States,” concluded Ti- 
mothy Christian, the chairman of the 


special board of inquiry that was 
called eight months ago by the prov- 
ince. 

“The Nazi regalia and uniforms; 
the Ku Klux Klan hoods and cross- 
burning ceremony; the military-style 
weapons; the racist taunts, the physi- 
cal and psychological intimidation 
were not an accidental cluster of phe- 
nomena at the Aryan Fest,” the re- 
port concluded. 

Some Albertans had been critical 
of the government's decision to set 
up the board of inquiry, concerned 
that it would give white supremacists 
a podium to express their views and, 
in the end, would accomplish noth- 


ing. 

But the report issued yesterday is a 
far-reaching document that sheds 
light on the activities of white-supre- 
macist groups in Western Canada 
and the Northwestern United States 
and attempts to ensure that no future 
cross-burnings will take place in 
Alberta. 

Although the inquiry lacked the 


power to bring criminal charges, it 
did order those who organized the 
cross-burning near the town of Pro- 
vost in September of 1990 not to do 
so again. Terry Long, the Canadian 
leader of the Church of Jesus Christ 
Christian Aryan Nations, and Ray 
Bradley, the owner of the field, were 
told to refrain from any public dis- 
plays of swastikas, burning or lighted 
Crosses, or signs or symbols con- 
nected with "white power" or the 
Klu Klux Klan. 

If they disobey the order, they 
could be found in contempt of court 
and fined or imprisoned. 

Mr. Christian, dean of law at the 
University of Alberta, also said he 
expects the Crown to look at the 
“advisability” of starting prose- 
cutions against those at the cross- 
burning who threatened protesters 
and reporters, wielded firearms and 
appeared to be part of a conspiracy 
to spread hate. A special prosecutor 
in the Alberta Attorney-General’s 
Department has been supplied with 


acopy of the report and transcripts of 
testimony at the inquiry, he said. 

The inquiry was praised by those 
who have been targeted by white-su- 
premacist and neo-Nazi groups in 
the past. 

“This is what we wanted,” said 
Harvey Kane, a spokesman for the 
Jewish Defence League of Canada. 
“Now we might see some charges 
against these people.” 

“The board of inquiry has recog- 
nized that the desecration of the 
cross through burning and the dis- 
play of swastikas and white-power 
signs are despicable, racist and dis- 
criminatory acts which have no 
place in a Canada which stands for 
tolerance and equality,” said Man- 
uel Prutschi, a spokesman for the Ca- 
nadian Jewish Congress. “The in- 
quiry ruling strikes another blow at 
racism and the white-supremacy 
moverent in this country." 

But the inquiry, which dragged on 
over eight months, also proved to be 
a troubling reminder that neo-Nazis 


and white supremacists have an 
active- underground network in 
Alberta and elsewhere in Western 
Canada. 

That was given credence by Mr. 
Long, who at first attended the in- 
quiry hearings, strutting around in 
his trademark powder-blue Aryan 
Nations leisure suit. However, Mr. 
Long later skipped out, and could 
not be located despite an arrest war- 
rant and searches by police, a disap- 
pearance that reinforced the belief 
that he does not operate alone. 

“We heard sufficient evidence of 


the network linking these extremist |. 


organizations to convince us there is 
an international conspiracy to create 
an Aryan Nation,” said Mr. Chris- 
tian. “The disappearance of Mr.

Racists come out of closet

VANCOUVER — The flames that 
fed lic cross-burnings and fire- 
bombing of minorities? hemos in Brit- 
ish Columbia in the 1980s have been 
replaced by cooler tools of racism: 
Computers and printing presses. 

In the early '805, Ku Klux Klan 
members gave out anti-Semitic litera- 
ture on Vancouver sidewalks behind 
their traditional pointy hoods and 


robes. The hatemongers of the "90s 
don't hide, 
А! noon, they try to foist "white 





pride" pamphlets on the lunch crowd 
downtown. By night, they plaster 
suburban neighborhoods with post- 
ers crying, “Keep Canada prosper- 
‘ous, bright and white" 

Some weekends, they wear swasti- 
ka pins and brandish Nazi flags at 
peace parades and environmental 
rallies. 

Some are skinheads with "SS" 
symbols cut into their hair, burned 
into their skin, or painted on their 
boots. Some are middle-oged men 
with paunches hinting at a comfort- 
able, middle-class Ме. 

Many are historical revisionists 
who admire the "Holocaust hoax" 
campaign of Ems Zunde, the re- 
cently jailed Toronto publisher. A lew 
are firearms dealers, importers of Hi- 
Mer memorabilia and producers of 
pro-Nazi souvenirs. 

Most find a haven in the anti- 
Semitic, pro-white Aryan Resistance 
Movement.

VICTORIA — 

British Columbia Attor- 
ney General Bud Smith an- 
nounce this week that he 
is increasing resources to 
combat the spread of hate 

` literature being distributed 
on the streets of downtown 
Vancouver. 

Smith said he ؛‘views‎ the 
distribution of hate litera- 
ture with increasing con- 
сеп" and has promised 
that his ministry will con- 
sider “all possible ways to 
combat its spread.” 

Smith said Crown coun- 
sel and police have met to 
co-ordinate their efforts in 

ће’ wake of incidents in- 
volving hate literature on 
Vancouver streets and near 
Schools, as well as the 

' desecration of places of 
worship with graffiti and 
vandalism. 

In a news release, Smith 
said he has instructed both 
legal services and criminal 
justice branches of his 
ministry ‘‘to consider all 
possible alternatives, 
whether through civil in- 
junction or the use of crimi- 
nal law to combat the spread 
of hate literature." 

Smith added that **while 
1 recognize those incidents 
are limited in number and 
perpetuated by a few isolat- 
ed individuals, itis time that 
we, as society and govern- 
ment, take measures to 
combat the problem before 
it escalates.'" 


Meanwhile, the Vancou- 
ver Sun reports that the 
most recent incident oc- 
curred Sept. 18 at Kitsilano 


. Secondary School in Van- 


couver. Three days after a 
clash between two groups 
of youths at the school, a 
man was discovered trying 
to distribute a one-page 
pamphlet which included a 
photocopy of a newspaper 
story referring to the con- 
frontation, caricatures of 
Asians and a racist descrip- 
tion of the clash. 

The group claiming 


responsibility for the mater- 
al, according to The Sun 
story, is the Kerrisdale di- 
vision of the Aryan 
Resistance Movement, 
which gave as its address a 
Vancouver post office box. 

Inspector Al Grandia, of 
the Vancouver police com- 
munity relations section, 
said the material was placed 
in front of school doors be- 
fore classes began in the

Grandia said the person 
distributing the material has 
been identified and the in- 
vestigation is continuing. 
He said police believe the 
material is linked to a post 
office box in Mission, 
B.C., said to be a source of 
racist and anti-Semitic 
brochures and leaflets by 
the same group.

KKK leader 
Stephen Black was. however, convicted and jailed. 

Duke later admitted he knew the Klan was involved. 

“The main thing they wanted me for was to find men 
who were willing to participate in such an anti-com- 
munist operation.” Duke told a reporter in 1983. 

Yanover was indicted in plots against North Korea 
and in the bombing of a Bloor St. disco. His involve- 
ment was in helping with surveillance photos of defence 
installations on Dominica and Grenada 

The Grenada plan was dropped because Cuban troops 
had moved in. The group instead targeted Dominica,

Questions still surround slaying 
by Prince Albert white supremacist

| PRINCE ALBERT, Sask. — Justice 
Minister Kim Campbell is being de- 
nounced for failing to respond to re- 
quests for a federal inquiry into the 
Killing of an Indian man by a white 
supremacist neo-Nazi. 

"As long as there is no indepen- 
dent investigation, the situation in 
Prince Albert between Indians and 
non-Indians is going to get worse,” 
A.J. Felix, Chief of the Prince 
Albert Tribal Council, said in an in- 

-terview. 

"There will be more people dying 
in the streets," he warned. 

Leo LaChance was shot to death 
last Jan. 28 as he left the Northern 
Gun & Pawn Shop, owned by Car- 
ney Milton Nerland, the 25-year-old 
leader of the Saskatchewan chapter 
of the white supremacist Church of 
Jesus Christ Christian — Aryan Na- 
tions. 

Mr. LaChance, 48, a trapper from 
the Whitefish Indian reserve was 
unarmed, apparently trying to pawn 
arifle that was at home, 

Mr. Nerland, a firearms expert, 
fired two shots from a 7.62 mm 
assault rifle into the floor of the gun 
shop and then a third shot through 
the door as Mr. LaChance was leav- 
ing. 

The native man staggered from 
the scene and collapsed in the snow. 
A passer-by found him cold and 
unconscious and asked Mr. Nerland 
for emergency use of his telephone, 
but was refused. 

“If I'm convicted of shooting that 





Indian, I should get a medal and you 
should pin it on me," police quoted 
Mr. Nerland as saying after his 
arrest, 

The neo-Nazi later insisted that he 
did not know “the weapon was 
loaded and that the shooting was 
accidental. He pleaded guilty to a 
charge of manslaughter and was sen- 
tenced to four years in prison in 
April. The Crown did not appeal. 

The sentencing judge said he 
could find no evidence that the gun- 
shop owner's racist beliefs played a 
factor in Mr. LaChance's death. 

But a number of unanswered 
questions have clouded the case, es- 
pecially the question about the ex- 
tent of Mr. Nerland's friendship 
with police officers and with federal 
and provincial corrections workers. 
The incident has done little to ease 
tensions between natives and non- 
natives in this community of 35,000. 
Prince Albert is about 35 per cent na- 
tive. 

Two corrections workers were in 
the gun shop at the time of the 
shooting. But they did not report the 
incident to police until nearly 24 
hours later, after consulting their 
lawyers. A former jail guard offered 
to post bail for Mr. Nerland. 

Police spoke to Mr. LaChance be- 
fore he was flown to hospital in Sas- 
katoon. Before dying, he apparently 
told them he did not know why he 
had been shot. 

But Mr. Felix and other native 
leaders find this incredible.

non-native politicians, he said. 

"Until this thing is settled I'm con- 
cerned my natives will have a police- 
native war,” Mr. Felix said. 

The fact Mr. Nerland returned to 
the gun shop hours after the shoot- 
ing, ostensibly to retrieve business 
records, is suspicious, Mr. Felix sug- 
gested. Some people in Prince Albert 
have publicly wondered whether the 
records contained an Aryan Nations 
membership list.

Mr. Felix said there is growing 
speculation the gun-shop records 
might contain what he described as a 
"Nazi hit list”. 

He noted there is at least one 
unsolved death of a native youth in 
the city. The body was found last 
year in the North Saskatchewan 
River, and Mr. Felix said lawyers 
are attempting to have it exhumed 
after a suggestion by the youth's 
family that he may have been shot 
and the circumstances covered up. 

Former jail guard Roy McKnight, 
who offered to post bail for Mr. Ner- 
land, said he is convinced the shoot- 
ing was a tragic accident. “Nothing 
good came out of this" Mr. 
McKnight said. “Leo LaChance lost 
his life and Carney Nerland ruined 
his.” 























Inquiry stalled over RCMP informant's identity 


Sources suggest a name as Saskatchewan court ruling awaited in Nerland case

A Saskatchewan inquiry into the kill- 
ing of an Indian by white-supremac- 
ist Carney Nerland is being held up 
while the courts decide whether to 
reveal the identity of a key RCMP 
informant — a person several 
sources have suggested is Mr. Ner- 
land himself. 

The commission of inquiry has 
been asked to find whether orga- 
nized racism played a role in the 
shooting of trapper Leo LaChance in 
January, 1991, S Mr. Nerland, who 


since 1989 has been Saskatchewan 
leader of the Church of Jesus Christ 
Christian — Aryan Nations. 

The public inquiry is also seeking 
to determine whether racism played 
a role in the Prince Albert Police 
investigation of the shooting, and 
whether it was a factor in the prose- 
cutorial process. In April, 1991, Mr. 
Nerland pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter, for which he received a 
four-year prison term. He is eligible 
for parole in August. 

During the hearings, the RCMP 
has been vigorously fighting to pro- 





tect the identity of someone it de- 
scribes as a key RCMP operative. 
But the commissioners have ruled 
that the identity of the informant 
may be relevant and should be re- 
vealed. The matter is tentatively 
scheduled to be heard by the Saskat- 
chewan Court of Appeal on Aug. 5, 
and until then the commission has 
been ordered by the court not to 
probe into any evidence that may 
tend to reveal the identity of the op- 
erative. 

Meanwhile, several sources have 
pointed to Mr. Nerland as an infor- 
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mant. 


Daniel Levitas of the Atlanta- 
based Centre for Democratic Rene- 
wal, a U.S. civil-rights organization 
that monitors the Ku Klux Klan and | 
other white-supremacist groups 
across North America, said he has 
been given information that Mr. 
Nerland was a police informant. 

“Га heard that,” he said in an in- 
terview, describing his deed 
as coming from "reliable sources not 
connected with the Nerland case.”

‘Attitudes, not involvement,’ Prince Albert officer says

PRINCE ALBERT, Sask. — An 
inquiry into the slaying of a native 
trapper by a white supremacist has 
been told of Aryan Nations sympa- 
thizers within the Prince Albert Po- 
lice Department. 

In dramatic evidence yesterday 
before a commission probing the 
killing of Leo LaChance by Carney 
Nerland on Jan. 28, 1991, Corpo- 
ral Bruce Parker refused to identify 
the police sympathizers, saying he 
feared losing his job. 

The three-member commission 
has been asked by the Saskatche- 
wan government to find whether 
“organized racist activity” contrib- 
uted to the shooting or influenced 
the police investigation and prose- 
cutorial process. Mr. Nerland 


| pleaded guilty to manslaughter, 


and received a four-year term. 
Mr. LaChance was shot while 
leaving Mr. Nerland’s Northern

a frigid winter's evening. The 27- 
year-old shop owner is leader of

Cpl. Parker, one of a handful of 
native officers on the 65-member 
Prince Albert force, said he was 
simply aware that a few of his po- 
lice colleagues share the Aryan Na- 
tions philosophy. This became 
more obvious after Mr. LaChance 
was killed, he said. 

"I would say it was attitudes, not 
involvement,” he explained, add- 
ing that the majority of people who

Mr. Nerland, who has main- 
tained that the shooting was an 
accident, allegedly told police dur- 
ing his bail hearing: "If I'm con- 
victed of killing that Indian I 
should get a medal and you should 
pin iton me.” 

The Crown maintains there was 
no evidence that Mr. LaChance’s 
death was premeditated or inten- 
tional. The sentencing judge found 
that Mr. Nerland's racist beliefs 
played no role in the killing. 

But the four-year sentence for 
manslaughter has provoked deep 
expressions of anger and suspicion 
by native and human-rights organi- 
zations across Canada, which say 
Mr. Nerland should have been 
charged with murder. 

Critics also have raised questions 
about the police investigation. It is 
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apparent that Mr. Nerland regu- 
larly associated with police officers 
and prison guatds. (Six federal and 
provincial correctional institutions 
are located at Prince Albert). 

Cpl. Parker, who took photo- 
graphs of the crime scene, testified 
yesterday that Mr. Nerland was 
with investigators in the gun shop 
the day after the shooting as they 
combed it for evidence. This was 
unusual, he said. 

Two corrections employees who 
were in the shop when the shooting 
Occurred are yet to testify before 
the inquiry. They gave police 
statements quoting Mr. Nerland as 
complaining, immediately after 
the shooting, that if he had hit the 
Indian his business would be ru- 
ined. 

Commission counsel Morris 
Bodnar said that after the inquiry 
resumes again in mid-June, he 
intends to show that Mr. Nerland 
gave a false statement to police the 
next day. In that statement, he said 
two strangers came into his store 
and that he felt threatened by 
them. While his back was turned, 
he said, he heard a gun discharge. 

Mr. Nerland, a prisoner at Stony 
Mountain Institution north of 
Winnipeg, has refused to testify be- 
fore the commission, and has no 
legal standing before it. Officials 
are contemplating asking a Man- 
itoba court for an order requiring 
that he be produced at the hearing. 
He is eligible for full parole in Au- 
gust.

Two men charged with advocating genocide against minority groups

WINNIPEG — Police say they have 
crippled the Ku Klux Klan in Man- 
itoba with the arrest yesterday of 

two men they described as leaders. 
The arrests were made after a 13- 
month-long undercover operation in 
which police infiltrated the Klan. 
Police are considering charges 
against four to six other men. 
William James Harcus, 21, and 
Theron Maurice Skryba, 25, both of 
Winnipeg, have been charged under 
Section 318 of the Criminal Code 
with advocating and promoting gen- 
ocide against minority groups. Po- 
lice identified the targeted minorities 
as blacks, Jews, homosexuals and 





aboriginal people. 
The charges, authorized by Man- 
Коба. Attorney-General James 


McCrae, carry a maximum five-year 
jail term upon conviction. 

Police say three KKK cells were 
operating in Manitoba, two in Win- 
nipeg anda third in Gimli, an hour's 
drive north of the capital. 

“We feel this will do away with the 
core members of the Klan and virtu- 
ally destroy their ability to carry on 
activity,” Winnipeg Police Inspector 
Con Gislason told a news conference 
at. which police displayed seized 
weapons and a vast array of neo- 
Nazi, Ku Klux Klan and Aryan Na- 
tions propaganda. 





“We're confident . . . that we have 
destroyed the ability of the Klan to 
grow in the Manitoba area. . . . 

“These people are intelligent, well 
connected, well schooled and well 
trained in the activities of the Klan,” 
he said. “They are connected to ma- 
jor Klan members in Alberta, Mon- 
treal and various areas in the United 
States.” 

Among the material seized were 
large pencil drawings of Adolph Hit- 
ler and Carney Milton Nerland, the 
Saskatchewan leader of the Church 
of Jesus Christ-Aryan Nations. 

Mr. Nerland is serving a five-year 
penitentiary term after being con- 
victed of manslaughter for shooting 
to death a native man in Prince 
Albert, Sask., last January. Saskat- 
chewan's Justice Department is 
investigating the incident after na- 
tive groups complained that the neo- 
Nazi shot Leo Lachance, a trapper, 
in cold blood but was dealt with too 
lightly by the justice system. 

Winnipeg police said Mr. Nerland 
has become a folk hero among 
Klansmen and Aryan Nations mem- 
bers in Canada. The sketch appears 
to be a copy of a photo of shotgun- 
toting Mr. Nerland that appeared in 
The Globe and Mail last May. It was 
taken at an Aryan Nations rally in 
Alberta in 1990. 

Also seized by police during raids 


on six Winnipeg homes Wednesday 
were ammunition, knives, bi- 
ographies of Hitler and Rudolph 
Hess, books on the Waffen SS, tapes, 
records, Klan: robes and тет= 
bership certificates, T-shirts, pins, 
business cards and scores of white- 
supremacist books and pamphlets. 

Police also seized a Ruger Mark, 
14 .30-calibre semi-automatic rifle, a 
.22-calibre rifle and two telephone- 
answering machines police say were 
used for a line offering taped mes- 
sages promoting Klan philosophy. 

Human-rights groups in Man- 
itoba have been pressing for action 
for more than a year after the phone 
line was set up. 

“The KKK hot line is out of busi- 
ness. That's it over there,” Insp. Gis- 
lason said, pointing to the answering 
machines. 

Police infiltrated meetings and 
other KKK activities in Manitoba 
beginning in November, 1990, The 
investigation uncovered evidence 
that the three Klan cells in Manitoba 
are directly linked to similar groups 
in Alberta, Quebec and the United 
States, Insp.

| Reform leader Preston Manning 
told reporters yesterday the party has 
| begun an investigation of reports 
that members of the Heritage Front, 
a group of white-power advocates, 
had become members of the Bea- 
ches-Woodbine Reform Association 
| in Toronto. 

Mr. Manning also said the Reform 
Party will review its membership 
procedures to see whether they can 
be modified to prevent infiltration by 

' single-issue groups or racists. 


“There is no room for racists in the 
Reform Party of Canada,” he said. 
“There is no way that anyone who 
supports a racist position could atthe 
same time support our position on 
the Constitution, immigration or 
culture, because the whole heart of 
our position is to strip racial criteria 
out of those policy areas.” 

Mr. Manning acknowledged that 
he is more concerned about the pos- 
sibility of internal subversion than 
about criticism directed at him from 
outside the party. 

Mr. Droege, past Imperial Dragon 
of the White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, was convicted in the United 
States a decade ago for his role in an 
abortive plot to seize control of 
Dominica, a Caribbean island with a 
predominantly black population. 

The investigation into how Mr. 
Droege got a Reform membership 
has turned up other irregularities, 
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said Ron Wood, the party's director 
of communication. 

When party officials began con- 
tacting people associated with unde- 
sirable groups on whose behalf the 
party had received membership 
applications, they found at least five 
of these people were not aware of the 
applications and claimed to have no 
interest in joining the party, Mr. 
Wood said. 

Mr. Wood said the phony appli- 
cations could indicate someone is 
making a deliberate attempt to em- 
barrass the party. 

Part of the problem, Mr. Manning 
said, is that the Reform Party is 
growing so fast that its data-proc- 
essing department cannot keep up 
with new applications. As a result, 
he said, it is very hard to screen all 
applicants. 

The party should be able to under- 
take closer scrutiny of anyone who

Searchlight, the international 
anti-fascist monthly, is a British 
publication founded in 1974 by a 
group of the same name that has 
been speaking out against anti- 
semitism and racism since the early 
60s. 





Klan company 


Gable, a former trade union orga- 
nizer, told about 100 people that 
fascist skinheads operate under the 
assumption that the world is in the 
middle of a racial war, which they 
are determined to win. 

In less than a decade, Gable says, 
neo-Nazis will easily become 
worldwide leaders in politics — in- 
cluding in Canada, with the help of 
people like Wolfgang Droege, for- 
mer leader of the Canadian Ku 
Klux Klan; Don Andrews, an out- 
spoken white supremacist; David 
Irving, the British Holocaust-deni- 
er; and Ernst Zundel and James 
Keegstra, two of the most fanatical 
anti-semites in Canada. 

Their views are represented by 
such organizations as the Aryan 
Nation, C-FAR (Citizens for For-

“People, particularly in the left, 
think fascism is of the past,” Gable 
says. “In Canada, people are deny- 
ing the existence of skinheads, and 
politicians are not taking them seri- 
ously.”

They may be- 
come involved with established po- 
litical parties, and run for office by 
playing to the bigotry of discontent- 
ed whites.

cial groups. 

Right fringe 

According to Martin Theriault, 
president of Canadian Centre on 
Racism and Prejudice in Montreal, 
there are about 44 “very far right or- 
ganizations” in Canada, including 
the Church of the Creator (which 
has a chapter in Toronto), the Iron 
Guard, the Nationalist Party of 
Canada, Skinheads for National 
Socialism and White Aryan Youth. 
The centre does not have statistics 
on how many members these 
groups have. 

The National Citizens Coalition 
and the Reform Party are listed as 
groups targeted by neo-Nazis for 
recruitment, according to the cen- 
tre. 

"We do have in our midst organi- 
zations very similar to those of Eu- 
rope,” Theriault said. “They are try- 
ing to provide the white working 
class with an alternative.” 

Gable pointed out that the mem- 
bership of the Nazi movement in 
Germany increased from 28,000 to 
70,000 in the last two years. In 
France, the government and much 
of the public oppose immigration 
altogether, and “yuppie fascists” 
are on the rise in Austria, 

In Canada, skinheads are most ac- 
tive in Montreal, where young 
members are recruited and trained 
through violent street activities, 
Theriault said.

Tom and John Metzger, father-son 
leaders of California’s White Aryan 
Resistance, were deported after an adju- 
dicator found they had lied to enter the 
country, and had entered intending to 
break Canada’s hate laws. 

When they crossed the border at Fort 
Erie a week ago, the Metzgers said they 
were entering Canada to do some shop-

They were arrested on an immigration 


warrant by a combined forces operation ` 


shortly after the meeting. 

Yesterday the Metzgers showed little 
emotion as immigration adjudicator 
Oxana Kowalyk delivered her decision. 

Kowalyk said the pair had “wilfully 
promoted hatred" against minority 
groups. 

Terming them “а danger to the pub- 
lic" Kowalyk denied them bail while 
awaiting deportation, but in the end it

A man arrested after police 
found enough military weapons 
in his east-end home “to start 

ur own war" will likely get all 
ithe armaments back, police say. 

‘A bazooka-style anti-tank rock- 
et launcher, machineguns, as- 
sault rifles, semi-automatic hand- 
guns, bayonets, ammunition and 

renades found yesterday were 
all legally registered, Metro po- 
lice Detective Wes Bolton said. 

“If he takes all the steps to 
store them properly . . . chances 
are he'll get them back,” Bolton 
said. "He has permits for every- 
thing he owns. 

Police refused to name the man 
or release his address, fearing his 
arsenal of more than 50 weapons 
will become a target for theft if 
their location were made public. 

The weapons, which were re- 
registered with the police fire- 
arms unit last summer, will re- 
main at 55 Division until the 
owner goes to court on charges 
of unsafe storage of firearms and 
ammunition, Bolton said, 

But unless a judge issues an 
order permanently seizing the ar- 
senal, he said, all the weapons 
will be returned. 

The owner ‘considers himself 
a bona fide gun collector and 
hobbyist who has bought and 
sold several gun collections dur- 
ing, the past 20 years.” Bolton 
sald, adding that the man "was a 
real gentleman about the whole 
thing." 

Bolton said he has seen a lot as 
а police officer, but even he never 
imagined that a private citizen 
could legally possess such a 
cache of high-powered military 




















weaponry. 

“It was totally unnerving,” he 

id. "It's very frightening that 
just about anybody can have 
‘weapons like that, if you get the 
permits. 

“You wouldn't stand much of a 
chance against this stuff.”

“Gun Collector?” 


On November 16, police investigated a domestic dispute 
at the home of Alan Overfield. They found crates of ammunition 
and hand grenades, Uzi sub machine guns, semi-automatic hand 
guns, rifles, an armour-piercing anti-tank projectile launcher and 
an NPV-6 rocket launcher. The police confiscated Overfield’s “col- 
lection” because of unsafe storage. Today, the court will decide 
whether or not to return his weapons. 


Or Armed Neo-Nazi? 


Over the past 25 years, Alan Overfield has been connected 
to a wide array of white supremacist organisations and individuals. 


1965: He belonged to the Edmund Burke Society, along with 
Paul Fromm, a neo-Nazi school teacher a recent speak- 
er at a Heritage Front rally, and Don Andrews, who 
later formed the Western Guard and the Nationalist 
Party. 


1967-72: Edmund Burke Society attacked anti-war demonstra- 
tions with sticks, stones, clubs, stinkbombs, and mace. 
Violence resulted in arrests and injuries on both sides. 
Members of EBS were also infiltrators and provoca- 
teurs in anti-war groups. 


1970-71: Overfield ran as a candidate for the Toronto Socreds at 
a time when white supremacists controlled the party. 


1971: Edmund Burke Society attacked a Quebec liberal party 
meeting at U of T with clubs, resulting in 2 arrests. 


1976: Don Andrews, now leader of the Western Guard, was 
arrested and charged with an arson plot against the 
Israeli soccer team playing at Varsity Arena. Police 
found illegal weapons and a book on how to make 
bombs. He was found innocent except for weapons 
charges. In a separate incident, Andrews was convict- 
ed of window smashing, painting swastikas on syna- 
gogues, assault, possession of hate litereature, and ille- 


Oo) gal possesion of explosives. He spent 3 years and 6 


months in jail. 


1977: Western Guard fell apart. Later that same year 
Andrews formed the Nationalist Party. By 1979. mem- 
bers include Overfield, Droege, and skinhead recruits. 


1979: Wolfgang Droege, former Grand Dragon of the 
Canadian KKK, planned to install a white supremacist 
government in the Dominica. Weapons in 
the photo were captured during his arrest in New 
Orleans. He spent 8 years in jail for the attempted coup 
d'état. E 

1991: Overfield owns a bailiff/security company. Preston 
Manning, leader of the Reform Party, contracted 
Overfield to provide security for one of his Toronto 
speeches. For that event, Overfield employed members 
of the Heritage Front, a neo-Nazi skinhead group that 
attacks Jews, people of colour, queers, immigrants, and 
anti-racist activists. 


1992: Overfield still employs the leader of the Heritage 
Front, Wolfgang Droege.

Front hotline is scamming welfare to 
fund his white power activities, the Sun- 
day Sun has learned. 

Gary Schipper, a 40-year-old white 
racist, admitted he’s been receiving regu- 
Jar welfare payments — even though he’s 
a professional telemarketer who's earned 
as much as $2,000 a week in the past.

“My landlord here set it up where I can 
get it,” Schipper said. 
“Г ш the superintendent here, right? So 
he just filled out a thing and I get it — if 


you can keep that to yourself. 
“Because I do make money otherwise, 
EX. Ido this and that, usually get paid 


Schipper, who claims to have come by 
his racist views after being adopted by a 
Jewish family, says he sees nothing 
wrong with “milking”. the system. “Lis- 
ten, the liberals and the hippies did in the 
"60s and used it for revolution. What I 
spend it on they wouldn't like — I assure 

ou.” 


Schipper plays a lead role in the racist 
Heritage Front here in Toronto. 

He's written and recorded more than 
200 daily messages for their telephone 
hotline and is also the point man for con- 


tact with potential new members. 

He says the welfare money helps pay 
his phone bill. 

Speakers at Heritage Front rallies 
often rant and rave about immigrants 
and foreigners taking advantage of wel- 
fare and public housing. But Schipper 
sees no contradiction. 

In the interview Schipper said he urges 
all proud whites to do as he did. 

“Overload the system! Get the govern- 
ment — they’re going to fall anyway so 
let's speed it up.” 

Schipper confirmed he’s worked in 
hard-sell telemarketing schemes for 


years. 
He said he designed the pitch for a 


scheme called The Police Drug Manual 
and sold it to a man who was later 
charged and convicted with fraud in con- 
nection with the scheme. 


‘Word mechanic’ 


“I'm an idea man, a word mechanic,” 
Schipper boasted, saying he recently 
turned down a chance to work in a gem 
sale telemarketing scheme that would 
have paid him $5,000 a week.

It’s dismissing “the 
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ou can thank Libyan strongman Moammar Kha- 
dafy for the birth of the Heritage Front here in 
Toronto. 
The Front calls itself a white rights lobby group. 
But what they are is the most powerful white racist 
gang to hit Canada since the real Nazis, back in the Dirty 
Thirties. 

They believe we’re headed for a racial war — and some 
of them are getting ready for it by arming themselves and 
undergoing para-military training. 

And like the homegrown Nazis of the '30s, the Front is 
tightly tied into a network of white racist and neo-Nazi 
groups in Germany, Scandinavia, England, France, 
Spain, South Africa, and, of course, the United States. 

The Front boasts a contact list of a couple of thousand, 
but their active core — the people who live and breathe 
this stuff, who meet or talk with each other on it daily — is 
probably no more than 45 people. 

But those 45 put out a newsletter that reaches hundreds, 
a telephone hotline that reaches thousands and have been 
able to get up to 200 people out for their rallies. 

¢ No Canadian racist group in recent memory has been 
able to match those numbers. 

Back in the fall of 1989 Khadafy’s intelligence branch 
called on an old friend in the Canadian neo-Nazi move- 
ment to round up some goodwill ambassadors to help him 
celebrate the 20th anniversary of his revolution. 

It was the second time Canadian racists had responded 
to one of Khadafy’s offers of an all-expenses paid trip, the 
first was two years earlier. . 

In return for their willingness to help him out with his 

(blic relations, Khadafy paid for the trips and funnelled a 

Bew thousand dollars towards Toronto racist Don 
Andrew’s Nationalist Party. 

There was the potential for a lot of money from the 

Libyans — if they played their cards right.

“The Nationalist Party could have gotten a pod 
amount of money," said one source who made the trip. He 
mentioned another he knows received $85,000. “But 
they (the Nationalist Party) just couldn't get their act 
together.” 

Andrews didn’t go on this second trip in ’89, although his 
then common-law wife Nicola Polinuk Andrews did. The 
other 17 freeloaders were members of the Nationalist 
Party and some of their families. 


Droege went along for the ride 

The man who would come to act as the frontman for the 
Heritage Front — Wolfgang Droege — went along for the 
ride. So too, were Peter Mitrevski, then a 20-year-old, 
street-smart, racist skinhead and Max French — 29 at the 
time, with a decade of service to the white seperate 
movement and a one-time Scarboro mayoralty candidate. 

Also along was a beefy, red-haired, hot-tempered man 
— James Scott Dawson. Gerry Lincoln, a bespectacled 
new arrival on the racist scene was there as well. 

All would go on to play key roles in the Front. 

Andrews — a man who'd earned an enviable criminal 
record for his activities in the neo-Nazi movement — had 
led the Nationalist Party with a firm hand, he called it the 





Fuehrer Principle. Few doubted who was the fuehrer. 

But by the late '80s the bloom had gone off the racist 
rose that was the Nationalist Party. The group — and its 
earlier incarnation, the Western Guard — had once made 
the news instead of just complaining about it. 

Andrews seemed content to field candidates in munici- 
pal mayoralty races and hold indoctrination sessions with 
Street skins. 

That wasn't enough for some of Andrews' followers. 

They had bigger dreams and they chafed under his 
domineering leadership. 

According to Andrews, the Libyan tour group hatched 


"the Heritage Front while they were safely half a world 


away, out of his reach. 

The Front's frontman, Droege, confirms the story. 

Asked about Libyan money, he admits they considered 
it — and could have got it through their connections with a 
key player based in Ottawa — “but we never pursued it. 
We decided if we can't do it on our own ...” 

A German-born, former Ku Klux Klan organizer for 
David Duke, Droege was a two-time loser who'd done 
Some hard time in U.S. prisons. In 1981 he'd been taken 
down by the feds in the bust of a bizarre Caribbean island 
coup plot attempted by Droege and a group of heavily- 
armed white supremacists. He got three years. 

But a scant year and a half after he'd been released the 
excitable organizer fell into an FBI/Justice department 


‘task force operation. ‘Clean Sweep’ was sweeping up за 


remnants of The Order — a white racist, terrorist grou 

Last time he'd been arrested on a boat. This time 
they nabbed him getting off a plane in Huntsville, Ala- 
bama. Agents found him in possession of a concealed 
teflon dagger (invisible to most airport security checks) 
and about 4 oz. о coca: It was five years before he was 
sprung from a southern prison and deported back to his 
adopted homeland, Canada. 
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In Toronto in '89, Droege became a focal point for impa- 
tient racists, probably because of his age, organizing abili- 
ties and his campaign ribbons. 

Nobody seemed to realize — or care — that until this 

‘point, his career in the racist movement had been one big- 
time failure after another. 

But the Front has changed all that. 

He's an affable little man, mixing easily with everyone 
from tattooed skins to the elders of the Nazi movement in 
Canada, He's got a kind of little-boy charm and an almost 
naive sincerity — rare qualities in a racist. 

Plus he’s got a reputation for intense loyalty to the cause 
and to his friends — another asset in a movement riddled 
with informers and empty-headed egos. 

And, Droege says, he’s learned from his mistakes. 

He's desperate to keep the Front on the right side of the 
law, to avoid the heavy heels of the state crushing them 
while they’re weak. 

In the early days they had about a dozen people meeting 
regularly in Droege’s apartment. Dawson registered the 
name Heritage Front. Gerry Lincoln helped develop a let- 
terhead, cards and fliers. 

In November of '89 the Front came out of the closet, 
showing up at a Northern Foundation meeting in Ottawa 
to spread the word and make contacts within the “racia- 
list movement." 


Spread across Canada, States 

The Northern Foundation is run by a Reform Party 
member, Rita Ann Kelly Hartmann, who'd spent the "70s 
and '80s on the fringes of Toronto's racist scene. 

Over the next year Droege, Mitrevski and others spread 
out across Canada and the States making nice with other 
groups in the movement. 

The leadership of the Front linked up with — and helped 
develop — Klan groups in Montreal and Winnipeg. 
Mitrevski and others travelled to Michigan to sit at the 
feet of one of the deans of the white power movement, 
Rev. Bob Miles. Mitrevski also turned up promoting the 
Front at the annual Gathering of the Klans in Georgia. 
The Front also forged links of varying strengths with 
Aryan Nations and the Christian Identity Movement in 
Alberta and Ontario, and Aryan Resistance Movement 
stalwarts in British Columbia. 

Through Ernst Zundel the Heritage Front is tied into the 
movement in Germany — several have travelled there 
and Droege himself plans an extended swing through Ger- 
many and eastern Europe next spring. 

But it was on Dec. 8, 1990, the Heritage Front held their 
first real open meeting — a “Martyrs Day Rally" — hon- 


Z oring the memory of Robert Jay Matthews. Matthews was 


a leader of The Order, gunned down by the FBI during a 
1984 shootout. Sixty-five happy racists turned out. 
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Suddenly white power was 
reborn in Toronto. 

The event was co-sponsored 
by a number of smaller, fledg- 
ling racist groups and fea- 
tured a mix of paranoid white 
power and anti-government 









speeches. 
By the spring the Front was 
putting out pamphlets and 
posters and managed to hold 
their second meeting — a cele- 
bration of Adolph Hitler's 
x 102nd birthday. 
№ E They'd also put into place a 
GRANT BRISTON taped telephone hotline. 
Front member With the addition of a slick 
— if often turgid — newsletter in Dec. 1991, the Front was 
ready for real growth. 

They weren't disappointed. By the time Adolph's 103rd 
birthday came around they had well over 125 people Sieg 
Heil-ing like there was no tomorrow. 

In the meantime they'd quietly inserted a couple of 
dozen supporters into local Reform Party riding associa- 
tions and executives and developed a source in that mush- 
rooming party's Calgary national headquarters. 

A Sun exclusive dragged that out into the open, and 
when the Reform Party gave the boot to a half dozen 
Front members many others allowed their memberships 
to quietly lapse, sources say. 

But they have not finished with politics or Reformers. 
They say they still have their “friend” in Calgary Reform 
Party HQ and people in place in Ottawa and Windsor and 
in Calgary at the local level, several different Front 
Sources assert. 

By early 1992 they'd attracted considerable attention 
from police forces, human rights watchdog groups, anar- 
chists, anti-racist activists, and the media. 

Informers slid into place — on all sides — and a com- 
plaint was filed with the Canadian Human Rights Com- 
mission about their hotline. 

And a Canada Immigration-driven series of operations 













resulted in a few setbacks. 

In the fall of 1991, Metro police ETF officers and immi- 
gration forces swooped down on a car in Scarboro and 
arrested an Aryan Nations enforcer, Sean Maguire. 

In the car — driven by Front member Grant Briston — 2 
they found a sawed-off shotgun, a semi-automatic rifle, 
binoculars, handcuffs and a police radio scanner. 

Maguire was deported. 

This summer Immigration and a variety of police forces 
have conducted similar operations — grabbing and boot- 
ing out the notorious leaders of the White Aryan Resis- 
tance, Tom and John Metzger; the arrest of a high-level 
member of the Church Of The Creator, Rudy Stanko in , 
Saskatchewan; the arrest and removal from Canada of a 
racist Buffalo rock band; and the arrest and deportation 
of British author and Nazi-symapthizer David Irving. 

While the moves make it tougher for the Front to bring 
in 'stars' to motivate their members, they're not rolling 
over and playing dead. 

And while the media and human rights watchdog groups 
focus on their racist rallies and their hotline, the Front апо, ~ 
its members are preparing for a more violent future. 

It is a point of faith with the hardcore that a cataclys- 
mic race war is looming — the more extreme feel it's 

underway, if underground. 
‘Heading into chaotic times’ 

“We're headed into chaotic times, there's radicalization 
everywhere," Droege says. 

Kevin Nealon, the alias sometimes used by the leader of 
a small Klan group in Metro, brags that all of his mem- 
bers have got, or been told to get, their Firearm Acquisi- 
tion Certificates before new gun laws make them more 
difficult to acquire. Guns are needed for self-defence, the 
Scarboro-based Nealon asserts. And he claims his group 
will set up a training camp next summer. 

Sources inside the Front confirm that members have 
received para-military training in the U.S. and Droege 
himself admits there are those who conduct such exerc- 
ises here. i 

“There are some supporters, I wouldn't say members, 
who, uh, do that kind of thing down near London," Droege 
says. “1 believe in non-violent change — but that's not 
always possible.” 

Droege insists his organization will stay clean and legal. 

“We don’t wish to go that way (to violence), we hope to 
find solutions through dialogue. 

“But how often are we able to voice our opinion?”

"To its critics, the Creators are the bully boys of the 
movement. Pumped-up thugs who've convinced them- 
selves they are true White Warriors readying them- 
selves for some kind of cataclysmic showdown. 

What is clear is the group acts as security for the 
Heritage Front, guarding the door at rallies, escorting 
special visitors, handling metal detectors and monitor- 
ing police scanners. 

Intelligence sources in Canada and the U.S. suggest 
the Creators are a militant and dangerous paramilitary 
organization. 

No one has a handle on total membership — but when 
one Creator died of natural causes during a training 
session, about 50 “friends” from the movement showed 
up to pay their final respects. 

‘Their “Security Legions" — called the White Berets 
in Canada — are said to be required to legally own a 
gun, be proficient in the martial arts and gain 
experience in police communication methods. 

At a recent Heritage Front Rally, where black- 
shirted Creators provided security and counter-surveil- 
lance, a reporter was told about White Berets being 
sent for a two-week paramilitary training course at the 
group’s world headquarters in Wisconsin. 


‘I can get them’ 

And a former Ku Klux Klan leader, Ken Peterson, 
told the Sun the Creators in the States deal in guns and 
explosives — and ran some up to Canada last June. 

Peterson, speaking from his home in Janesville, 
Wis., said the paramilitary training being offered 
within the racist movement scares him. 

“If I need hand grenades, I can get them, if I need 
automatic weapons I can get them,” the former Klan 
leader said. 

Stories have circulated in the movement about them 
conducting their own weapons-training exercises. 

Tn fact on Aug. 30 — a Sunday — Durham Regional 
Police responded to a report about a group of men wit 

guns menacing a citizen in an isolated rural area. When 
pe arrived, the culprits had disap 

Burdi vehemently denied any Creators were 
involved. He admitted his White Berets train on Sunday 
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— "but we've never trained in Durham and we've 
never trained with guns.” 


As to the accusation Creators smuggled guns across 
the border when members came up from Wisconsin for 
a rally in June, Burdi was contemptuous. 


“No. not. A carload of people did come up, 
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but no weapons. I’m not stupid — I know we're being 
watched. We are squeaky clean in Toronto and I intend 
to keep it that way. Guns are a taboo subject."

Trouble brewing 


here is a war being waged in this city, a battle 
between some age-old enemies: facists and 
anarchists. 

They call themselves White Separatists on one side, 
and anti-racists on the other, 

It's been a quiet and intense little struggle so far, 
but police — and the establishment ranks of both the 
human rights and the racists — fear that it has 
the potential for erupting into some serious street vio- 
lence, 

It has in Montreal. Riot police have been called in 
several times over the last two years to quell clashes 
between racists and anti-racists. 

And that, of course, is tea-party stuff compared to 
the street violence in Germany. 

It’s headed for Toronto. 

The rise of the racist Heritage Front two years ago 
did not go unnoticed. 

Anarchist, left-wing and gay activists began trying 
to slip informants as deeply as they could into the 
Front. 

The Front has returned the favor. 


Both sides run taped.telephone hotlines, and both 
sides have had hackers slip into their phone system 
and mess with their outgoing — and incoming — mes- 
sages. 

But three weeks ago things moved into the open. 

The Heritage Front booked a hall for a rally and the 
anarchists — in the persons of the Anti-Racist Action 
(ARA) — learned of the meeting and called for their 
own rally. 


At the ARA meeting that night, the Front's rally 
location was announced and the group decided to 
crash it. 

Before they’d left, a Front leader received a phone 
call telling him demonstrators were on the way. 

The resulting clash was an ugly standoff, but not too 
vicious. A few dozen eggs and some sticks were 
tossed. A few scuffles broke out. But both sides sniffed 
blood. 

An angry Wolfgang Droege, frontman for the Front, 
said the following week he didn’t know how much 
longer he could control his troops. = —B.D.

He would not specify why 
Hartmann was given the 
boot, but said the party 
found the Foundation's 
stated mandate of infiltrat- 
ing mainstream political 
parties “disturbing.” 

Hartmann was ousted 
under a section of the 
Reform Party's constitu- 
tion “for conduct judged 
improper, unbecoming or 
likely to adversely affect 
the party,” he said. 

She has been under 
investigation for more than 
five months, he added. 

The Northern Foundation 
is a right-wing lobby group 
advocating a return to ul- 
tra-conservative moral 
values. 


Heritage Front 


It has had links with the 
Heritage Front — a 
Toronto-based neo-Nazi 
organization.

Quebec rights commission rejects gay-bashing probe

launch an investigation into 
the level of anti-gay violence in the 
province rather than hold a public 
inquiry is being met with resent- 
ment and anger by Montreal's gay 
and lesbian community. 

The unsolved killings of 12 men 
in the Jast three years calls for more 
than just a working group, says 
Douglas Buckley of the Table de 
Concertation des Lesbiennes et 
Gais du Grande Montreal, an um- 
breila organization of gay and les- 
bian groups. 

Although the umbrella group is 
temporarily going along with the 
Commission, it has stated very 
bluntly that any further hedging

Human-rights tribunal to decide 
if telephone hot line spreads hatred

TORONTO — Anti-racist and neo- 
Nazi groups warned last night that 
things could get “ugly” today when 
they march to a Canadian Human 
Rights Commission hearing into al- 
legations that a white supremacist

a clash between hundreds of anti-rac- 
ist demonstrators and a small group 
of neo-Nazis in Vancouver and the 
detention of a suspected U.S. Ku 
Klux Klan official at Pearson Inter- 
national Airport in Toronto on the 
beliefthat he would “incite hatred,” 
The CHRC tribunal was set up af- 
ter Toronto's Native Canadian Cen- 
tre, with the assistance of the Cana- 
dian Jewish Congress, made a for- 
mal complaint to the commission 
last January against the Heritage 
Front, a Toronto white supremacist 
group that operates the hot line. 
Rodney Bobiwash, a policy ana- 
lyst at the centre, said two groups, 
Anti-Racist Action and the Ameri- 


can\Indian Movement, will march . 


from Queen's Park to the University 
Avenue courthouse today. Mr. Bobi- 
wash expects supporters of the Heri- 
tage Front to also be there, 

“T think that it could get a bit 
ugly," Mr. Bobiwash said. "You 
have to expect the potential for vio- 
lence any time you face skinheads 
and neo-Nazis." 

Wolfgang Droege, a spokesman 
for the Heritage Front, said there 
should be just more than 50 support- 
ers for his organization, but he 
doesn’t expect any violence. : 

“We aren't the ones who will start 
anything, but we are ready to defend 
ourselves,” Mr. Droege said. “All 
we are there for is to express our 

` opinions.” 

The hot line was set up after the 
Oka standoff of 1990. Mr. Bobiwash 
said at least five defamatory mes- 
sages directed against him appeared 


Cdettesl у4 25-1493, 
on the hot line in the summer of 
1991, one of which said “anyone can 
get scalped, so get ready.” 

Mr. Bobiwash and Bemie Farber, 
director of community relations for 
the Canadian Jewish Congress, said 
they hope the commission will per- 
manently shut down the hot line. 
The commission issued an order 
against the Heritage Front last Sep- 
tember prohibiting it from using the 
line until the hearing decided its fate, 

On Friday in Vancouver, hun- 
dreds of anti-racist demonstrators 
surrounded a hotel where about 25 
white supremacist skinheads were 
holding a meeting. About 3,000 
demonstrators gathered for a peace- 
ful rally, which was fueled by ru- 
mours that Tom Metzger, leader of 
the White Aryan Resistance in the 
United States, was to attend the 
meeting. 

Mr. Metzger, who was deported 
with his son John from Toronto last 
July after speaking at a. Heritage 
Front meeting, did not appear in 
Vancouver. 

Also on Friday, supremacist Den- 
nis Mahon, 43, was detained at Pear- 
son’s Terminal 3. Milt Best, a 
spokesma. for the Immigration De- 
partment, said it acted on ą tip and 
detained him on the belief he would 
“incite hatred,” 

Mr. Farber and Mr. Bobiwash al- 
lege that Mr. Mahon is Tom Metzg- 
er’s “right-hand man.” 

Mr. Mahon, according to Klan- 
busters, a Toronto group that mon- 
itors racist activity, is the Grand Im- 
perial Wizard of the White Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan from Tulsa, 
Okla.

Heritage Front hearing ends in muddle 
Police on horseback clear path through protesters outside courthouse

TORONTO — A_ human-rights 
hearing into complaints about the 
Heritage Front adjourned in confu- 
sion yesterday, just hours after sup- 
porters of the white-supremacist 
group needed police help to fight 
their way through angry anti-racism 
protesters. 

The violence before the hearing 
began after Heritage Front support- 
ers had gathered in the southeast cor- 
ner of Nathan Phillips Square at City 
Hall and then marched to the court- 
house. There they were met by about. 
400 anti-racism demonstrators, who 
linked arms to prevent passage to the 
Front members. 

When the demonstrators did not 
obey police orders to move back, po- 
lice on horseback charged the crowd, 
‘swinging riot sticks. Amid a small 
shower of eggs, the police pushed the 
crowd back just far enough to let the 
Heritage Front group through. 

About 50 members and supporters 
of the Heritage Front got into the Ca- 
nadian Human Rights Tribunal hear- 
ing. 

‘The group and its leader, Wolf- 
gang Droege, were charged last year 
under the Canadian Human Rights 
Act for communicating racial-hate 
messages over a phone-in line. The 
complaint was lodged by the Native 
Canadian Centre and the Canadian 
Jewish Congress. 

Yesterday's hearing lurched to a 
confusing end. It was adjourned in- 
definitely after a university chemis- 
try student confessed he was out of 
his depth in trying to represent Mr. 
Droege. 

(The hearing will resume this 
morning solely to hear a legal mo- 
tion by Rene Duval, counsel for the 
Canadian Human Rights Commis- 
sion, who will seek an interim order 
to stop the telephone messages.) 

Under Canadian human-rights 
procedures, if the commission de- 
cides a complaint has merit and me- 
diation between the parties fails, a 
panel to hear the complaint is ap- 
pointed by the Canadian Human 
Rights Tribunal, a separate and inde- 
pendent body. 

‘One demonstrator asked a super- 
vising police officer to explain why 
the Heritage Front was receiving po- 
lice protection. 

“This is still Canada and in this 
country both sides can still have their 
say,” the officer replied. » 

The anti-racism demonstrators 
had marched to the courthouse from 
Queen's Park, chanting along the 
way “Nazis off the streets” and “the 
Heritage Front is a Nazi front.” 

Tagging along at the end was a 
handful preme ofthe Guardian 
‘Angels, a selfappointed vigilante 
group based in New York City. The 
anti-racism marchers refused to al- 
low the Guardian Angels to join the 
march, and rejected their offer of

It was hard to know if Bernie Farber was relieved 
or disappointed yesterday; I'm not sure he knew him- 


self. 

He had just come up against the hard truth about 
the Heritage Front et al, the white supremacists who 
want the world to believe they are growing like a weed. 
The truth, as Farber, national director of the Canadian 
Jewish Congress, was reminded again, is rather differ- 
ent, and frankly, more amusing. 

Farber looked around the University Ave. courtroom 
where a Canadian Human Rights Tribunal was hearing 
a complaint against the Front. 

He saw all the old familiar faces — John Ross Tay-

A neo-Nazi leader asked a 
human rights tribunal to remove 
a spectator from a University 
Ave, courtroom yesterday. 

Wolfgang Droege, of the white- 
supremacist Heritage Front, 
claimed he received a death 
threat from “ап unbalanced nut- 
bar" at the hearing. 

The third day of the tribunal — 
to hear charges that Droege's 
white rights group is spreading 
racist hate messages over phone 
lines — was spent dealing with 
submissions about the alleged 
bias of a panel member. 

Droege, a former Ku Klux Klan 
member, said he was threatened 
by an "irrational" spectator at 
the hearing yesterday. 

“Ts it possible to remove him?” 
he asked the panel. ' 

Droege said the spectator 
accused him of “dragging out the 
hearing.” 

“He said if I continued this 
affair for another day — which is 
costing taxpayers money — ‘I 


think I should go and kill Wolf,’ ” 
Droege told reporters. 

A policeman who overheard 
the threat told the tribunal it was 
not a criminal act and “Ше situa- 
tion is under control." 

The panel refused Droege. 

Meanwhile, Ken Ernst, who 
represents the Front, had 
accused tribunal panel member 
Fred A. Wilkes of making a 
biased comment about the 
group. 

The tribunal continues today. 

Meanwhile, the Metro Police 
Services Board has agreed to 
review police crowd control pro- 
cedures following a violent melee 
beofe Monday's tribunal hearing 
that left three injured. 

Board chairman Susan Eng 
ordered the review following 
demands by the Anti-Racist 
Action (ARA) group.

Frances Henry, a York University 
social anthropologist, was testifying 
as an expert on hate propaganda at a 
hearing into a complaint against 
Heritage Front's hot line. 

Dr. Henry said the messages use 
“simplistic kinds of statements to 
reinforce potential prejudices” 
among people who may be troubled 
by immigration and aboriginal land 
claims, 

Such messages also create a cli- 
mate of tension and unrest in society, 
she said. 

‘The clash on Monday between an- 
ti-racist protesters and police “is an 
example of the tension created by 
those messages,” Dr. Henry said, 

The complaint against the tele- 
phone messages of the Heritage 
Front and its director, Wolfgang 
Droege, was brought by Rodney Bo- 
biwash of the Native Canadian Cen- 
tre and Bernie Farber of the Cana-

One message calls Charlie 
Chaplin a “despised” man and 
“little traitor.” Chaplin was also 
a Communist, the Heritage 
Front says, and claims his real 
name was Israel Thornstein. 

In a Jan. 11 letter to the com- 
mission, congress official Ber- 
nie Farber said: "There can be 





no doubt that the name Israel 
Thornstein is of Jewish origin. 
Further, there can be no doubt 
that the Heritage Front leaves 
the uly suggestion that it was 
Mr. Chaplin's ‘Jewishness’ 
which led to his communism 
and sexual perversion." 


The other message is a tirade | 


against Preston Manning, the 
Reform Party leader. It says 
Manning is "kowtowing" to 
Jews. 


Satok said Chaplin's name 
wasn't Thornstein, “so they (the 
front) can't even get their facts 
right." The genius comedy ac- 
tor, whose real name was Chaj 
lin, was born in London in 1889 
and died in 1977.

“must show cause why he 
should not be found in con- 
tempt of a Federal Court order,” 
commission official Charles 
Mojsej said yesterday.

Last spring, he assembled about 
150 people — mostly students from 
the college — to taunt five people 
attending a meeting of the council 
in a community centre.

The videotape shows a pack of 
demonstrators converging on the 
car, led by Mr. Lethbridge. Yelling, 
they pounded the vehicle, whacked 
it with placards and rocked it. At 
one point, Mr. Lethbridge and a 
student yanked down their pants 
and “mooned” the car. 

Mı. Lethbridge says Mrs. Pressl- 
er's son drove the vehicle at high 
speed toward some of the students, 
although on the tape the car moves 
slowly through the crowd and even- 
tually drives away. 

Sheepishly, Mr. Lethbridge ad- 
mits that while the demonstration 
didn't particularly faze the towns- 
people, the mooning did. “I got a 
huge amount of flak.”

Shortly afterward, a boycott was 
organized against the Pressler phar- 
macy. Mr. Lethbridge spent several 
weeks researching the far right, 
founded the Salmon Arm Coalition 
Against Racism and began to con- 
tact the media. 

“I guess we are now considered 
— and it alarms me a bit — to be 
experts,” he said, “I do a lot of pub- 
lic speaking and try to educate the 

public. I get about eight ra- 
dio stations a day phoning 
me for interviews.” 

Mr. Lethbridge recalled 
the day the words “child 
molester” and "sodomist" 
were painted in huge letters 
оп the road outside the sim- 
ple home he rens, sur- 

rounded by an apple orchard. 

The Presslers, a few hundred 
yards away, say they have found 
signs reading "Nazi pig” on their 
driveway and have received letters 

ing: "We're watching you.” 

Mrs. Pressler says she won't leave 
town and won't be silenced. “No 
one is going to drive us out of here, 
How much credibility does a man 
have who drops his pants in public, 
anyway?" 

Her opponents have given Mis. 
Pressler more publicity than she 
was ever able to drum up in the 
past. But Mr. Lethbridge says the 
type of campaign he is mounting is 
the most effective way to combat 
anti-Semitism. "What has an effect 
is when the family breadwinner 
goes down the tubes. My objective 
is simply to have the council di 
band and its members leave town.” 

Armed with a $3,000 grant from 
the federal Multiculturalism Min- 
istry, he and other anti-racists plan 
to hold a workshop next month to

In 
short order, she became convinced that multiculturalism 
was a sellout by white politicians hankering after ethnic 
votes, that Anne Frank's diary was a hoax and that the 
Holocaust never happened. 

"The media and everybody expect us to talk about the 
Jews, but we're so bored with that,” Ms. Deschner said. 
“All of this concern about synagogues and Nazis pop- 
ping up all over the place. . . . We're just so sick of talk- 
ing about the Jews. This all happened 50 years ago.”

Raised in a German Communist 
family during the Second World 
‘War, Mr. Koppe first questioned the 
Holocaust when his daughter kept 
coming home in tears from her his- 
tory class in a Delta, B.C., elemen- 
tary school. 

When the trial of Holocaust revi- 
sionist Emst Zundel began in To- 
ronto in 1985, Mr. Ki took a 
leave of absence from his factory job 
in order to attend the entire five 
weeks. He came away convinced 
that six million Jews did not die at 
the hands of the Nazis — despite the 
overwhelming evidence to the con- 
trary (Mr. Zundel was convicted 
twice of spreading false news about 
the Holocaust, but the Supreme 
Court of Canada last year over- 
turned the conviction and ruled un- 
constitutional the law under which it 
was obtained.) 

Ever since, Mr. Koppe has sent a 
newsletter once a month to about 
350 subscribers in Canada and the 
same number abroad. 

He said he harbours no hatred for 
Jews and although he is “personally 
against race mixing” he does not 
think Canada can be turned into a 
white homeland. 

Mr. Koppe was lly critical of 

le such as British Holocaust 
denier David Irving, who he said 


lacks a DERE manner. *He is a 
very selfish and conceited person. 


He looks down on le, and the 
way he talks to the media is disgust- 
ing." 


Facu morning, the gangly figure 
of Gary Schipper pads into the bath- 
room of his small Toronto apartment 
and lays a dry towel on the edge of 
thetub. 

He dials the number of an an- 
swering machine, located in a safe, 
remote location. Then, Mr. Schipper 

craiiks up his voice to a shrill caricature of a radio jock. 


For the next 50 seconds, he's a star — recording yet an- , 


other bilious rant for the Heritage Front hot line. 

“If you hold the phone back far from your mouth in an 
echocy room, you get a much better sound," Mr. Schip- 
per explains, with a Woody Woodpecker giggle. "I really 
belt it out, and it reflects off the wall. You want good 
sound and you want a good product. " 

Mr. Schipper tends to favour rants which associate left- 
ists, Jews and minorities with censorship, homosexuality 
and pedophilia. Sometimes, they simply extol the virtues 
of white skin and family values. 

What they have in common is that they come from the 
fevered, middle-aged mind of a manic figure who actu- 
ally grew up a Jew. Escaping the experience appears to 
have consumed Mr. Schipper's life. 

“I was adopted by a Jewish family who couldn't have 
their own children when I was a month and a half old," 
he said, "I never got along with them at all. I didn't look 
Jewish. I didn’t act Jewish.” 

‘To exacerbate matters, his parents ultimately produced 
two daughters. Mr, Schipper felt no kinship with any of 
them. “We disagreed on absolutely everything. Races 
think differently, you know, They finally threw me out 
when I was sixteen.” 4 

He bumped around North America, playing guitar in 
bar bands and working as a telemarketer. Finally, Mr. 
Schipper found his calling after contacting the Heritage 
Front. "We whites are the doormat at the house of equal- 
ity,” he said. “I want to be politically incorrect and stir 
things up.” ? Met» 


WHEN Emst Zundel opens his mouth nowadays, the 
far right — in Canada and elsewhere — listens. 

After receiving massive publicity during the false-news 
prosecution, which dragged on for more than seven 
years, he is much in demand as a speaker in North Amer- 
ica and Europe. At 53, he'll address everyone from Ger- 
man neo-Nazis to Christian fundamentalists in Western 
Canada. 

The younger generation doesn't impress him much. 
Groups like the Heritage Front, he said, are little more 
than youth groups with the vaguest of plans. Worse still, 
he complained, the ultraright has failed to take advan- 
tage of tough economic times and a backlash against im- 
migration. 

“What we have done is pitiful compared to what we 
should have done. Never was the time better for a na- 
tional network than now. Yet they're not exploiting it. 

' The Canadian right has not yet produced somebody who 
can coalesce the divergent groups in a meaningful politi- 
cal way. That has been our downfall.” 

To him, a white-homelands or apartheid strategy 
smacks of defeatism. But the man who once wrote a 
book called The Hitler We Loved and Why, and another 
which tried to tie in UFOs and Nazism, admitted that 
after years of litigation and bomb threats he takes more 
care with what he sends to his tens of thousands of sub- 
scribers around the world. 

“I weigh much more carefully what I say now,” he 
said, sitting in his well-fortified home in downtown To- 
ronto. "The Canadian state and those who sued me can 
claim a certain victory for having done that.” 

His travels and publishing are financed from dona- 
tions. "Some people contribute hundreds and even thou- 
sands of dollars a year for the privilege of getting three 
pieces of mail, once a month. " 

All of these activities fall far short of being an interna- 
tional network, he said sadly. "There is no conspiracy of 
the international right. They're not that organized. There 
is just a loose constellation of local champions who have 
their little bailiwicks . . . . "Once in awhile, you are 
able to coalesce them into fighting one topic. This was 
my triumph during the trials — I was able to focus them. 
onthe Holocaust." 

Mr. Zundel added that what has always been missing 
from the ultraright movement is a charismatic leader 
who can bring its factions together. It is still missing, he 
said: “Isee no one on the horizon.”

e |n 1981, Fromm became treasurer of the Metro 
Progressive Conservative Party. He was fired 
after he said in a newspaper interview that 
belief in a supreme race "is a good idea" and 
that Indochinese refugees should be sent to 
desert islands because “their influx into Canada 
will upset the racial balance.” 


* On December 8, 1990, Fromm spoke at a 
Heritage Front rally alongside some of Cana- 
da's most extreme racist organizations: the 
fascist paramilitary Church of the Creator, the 
Women's Aryan Union, and the Canadian 
Alliance. Fromm denied having gone to the 
rally until a video tape surfaced showing him 
speaking with a number of nazi and white 
power flags behind him. When speaking to the 
group, he stated, “We're all on the same side," 
and was greeted by the Nazi salute. 


* Fromm spoke again at a public Heritage Front 
meeting on September 5, 1991. Healso spoke 
in April, 1992 at a meeting of the far-right 
Northern Foundation in Ottawa with 
homophobic and anti-choice leader Ken 
Campbell.

Longtime Racist Organizer 


* While still a student at the University of To- 
ronto, Paul Fromm co-founded the “anti-com- 
munist" Edmund Burke Society with notorious 


racist Don Andrews. Within five years, this 
group had become the explicitly neo-Nazi 
Western Guard. 


* Asdirectorofthe Canadian Association for Free 
Expression Inc., Fromm supports well-known 
racists like Ernst Zundel, whose hate literature 
denies that the Holocaust in Nazi Germany 
happened, and supports hatemongers like 
PhilippeRushton, James Keegstra and Malcolm 
Ross. 


* Fromm'sother front group, Citizens for Foreign 
Aid Reform Inc. (C-FAR), advocates racist re- 
strictions on immigration and foreign aid. 
Founded in 1979, their newsletter publishes 
racist doctrines like, “We're living in a minority- 
occupied country”, and “documents” crimes 
committed by immigrants to Canada. 


Ina 1989 C-FAR letter, Fromm laid outa plan for 
the organization, emphasizing building strength 
by “recruiting young people... to develop the 
leaders of tomorrow!” 


High School Teacher 


Paul Fromm works as an English teacher at 
Applewood Heights Secondary School in the 
Peel Region. Fromm’s presence in the school is 
creates an atmosphere of intimidation and fear 
and fuels racial tensions in the school. 


HAS ANYONE TAKEN ACTION? 


The Peel Board of Education refused to take 
action on Fromm even after viewing a video of his 
speech at the Heritage Front Rally and listening to 
testimony by both the Canadian Jewish Congress 
and Klanbusters on his racist activities. The Peel 
Board has issued two reprimands with a warning 
that Fromm’s participation in further activities 
could result in his dismissal. Fromm ignored this 
and spoke in Victoria on a platform with David 
Irving last November. 


Upset at the lack of action, groups including the 
Native Canadian Centre, the Ontario Native 
Women's Association, the 519 Church Street 
Community Centre, Anti-Racist Action, 
Klanbusters, the CJC, Citizens Against Racism 
and the Urban Alliance on Race Relations held a 
press conference Oct. 21, 1992, at which they | 
demanded a review of Fromm's right to teach by 
the Ontario Ministry of Education. 


The Peel Board also requested this review, and in 
November of 1992, Education Minister Tony 
Silipo appointed an independent advisor to 
investigate Fromm's effect on the school 
community. The Cowan report was released on 
March 17, 1993. 


The Cowan Report states that Fromm's racist 
activities violated sections of the Education Act 
and breached the Peel Board of Education's 
Multicultural and Race Relations Policy as well 
as the Regulations of the Ontario Teachers’ 
Federation. 


The report states that: 


*...Mr. Frommis not committed to the policies 
respecting ethnocultural equity, multi- 
culturalism and anti-racism that are funda- 
mental to the educational system in this 
province.” 


“In reviewing the activities of Mr. Fromm in 
this context, | believe Mr. Fromm did not 
fulfill his duties as a teacher to set a positive 
example consistent with the core values 
expressed by or implicit in s.264 (1) (c) of the 
Education Act.” 


“As a result of my investigation, | have 
concluded that Mr. Fromm's presence as a 
teacher has an adverse effect on the school 
community."

operated by the Big Sisters. 

But police rejected published 


reports the evicted teen or the 
subsequent actions were linked to 
Toronto’s Heritage Front — a 
racist white-rights group. 

Wolfgang Droege, Heritage 
Front frontman, said yesterday 
he'd learned who the teen was 
and said she had never been con- 
nected with his T 

Droege added he'd been trying 
to reach the teen himself to get to 
the bottom of the incidents. 

Abell said a handful of the 
group’s 20 staff members had 
been targets of harassment over 
the last few weeks and were 
“exhausted dealing with this, 
never knowing where or when it 
might happen again.” 

And although none of Youth- 
link's clients had been directly 
threatened, the group felt they 
had no choice but to pull 
everyone out of the two homes 
until the matter could be 
resolved. 

“We've never had to do this 
before, it's very regrettable,” 
Abell said. “We're hoping we can 
re-open in 30 days, but we just 
don't know.”

The campai ich included 
the physical intimidation of a black 
staff member, eventually forced the 
police to provide the staff and 16; 
mates protection in hiding. 

As a result of this probe and fear 
expressed by staff and officials of 
the agency, Runnymede and Madi- 
son houses will be closed for 30 
days, says Susan Abell, executive 
director of Youthlink, which runs 
the homes. 

Meanwhile, police would only 
say specialized undercover surveil- 
lance teams are investigating the 


hate campaign which began with 























menacing telephone calls on March 
13. 


_ Around the same time, the Heri- 
tage Front began to run accusations 
on its telephone hot line claiming 
that most of the agency's staff were 
lesbians who subjected the inmates 
to sexual harassment. 


Front questioned 


Heritage Front spokesperson 
Wolfgang Droege, who acknowl- 
edges he was interviewed by detec- 
tives, denies any involvement inthe 
harassment. 

However, he says the Front did its 
own investigation into the eviction 
of several young women residents 
and found the homes are staffed by 
lesbians who immediately “come 
on” sexually to teens seeking help. 

“When these young women re-

fuse to give in, they are thrown 
out,” says Droege: "Some of these 
young women have gone to their 
boyfriends with these stories." 

He says he told police that the 
boyfriends may be behind the hate 
campaign. 

Droege says when the boyfriends 

approached the Heritage Front for 
help, “We refused to take part in any 
violent tactics but we agreed to play 
messages on our (telephone) hot 
line about lesbian staff in group 
homes." 

Abell disthisses his allegations 
about lesbian harassment, saying 
the managers have not received any 
such complaint from residents. 

"We supervise our staff very 
closely,” she says. "Besides, the 
ministry of community and social 
services has special protocols for 
people to complain and for investi- 
gations to be launched.” 

The Heritage Front attacks homo- 
sexuality as deviant, Droege says, 
adding, “But we were not responsi- 
ble for the violence." 

While the campaign was on, 
homes in the area were flooded 
with Heritage Front white-power 
literature, residents say.

home began the day following the 
eviction of a young inmate who 
dressed in neo-Nazi fashion, say 
staff.

The worker says that when the 
teen refused to stop displaying the 
white-power symbols and literature 
їп the home, the manager evicted 
her.

Threatening calls 


A day later, staff at the home 
started to receive threatening phone 
calls from people who identified 
themselves as members of the Her- 
itage Front, threatening to stage a 
protest outside the home. The pro- 
lest never materialized, but the 
phone calls got nastier. 

The callers then began targeting a 
young black female staff member. 
According to other staff members 
familiar with her case, callers told 
her, "We know where you live, you 
k bitch. You can't get away." 
is currently in hiding and un- 
available for comment. 

Youth workers at the home say 
that, shortly after the black woman 
was targeted, on March 23, the back 
porch of the home was fircbombed. 
Staff and residents panicked.

Staff say the black worker was 
followed by a white van that would 
suddenly speed up and then disap- 
pear, sometimes failing her all the 
way home. She began living with 
friends.

Today Martinez is at a television 
studio on The Esplanade recount- 
ing how growing up in the “slums,” 
being a white kid in a high school 
that was predominantly black, and 
earning $100 a week making

Norm Stephenson, the retired FBI 
agent who headed the bureau's 
Brotherhood investigation out of 
Seattle, chuckles when Martinez's 
name is mentioned.

Gene Wilson, the case's chief 
prosecutor turned judge, is kinder.

He's 
probably not unlike a lot of other 
people if in fact he has mixed moti- 
vations.” 

A lane man with black hair 
combed straight back above a puffy 
face, Martinez looks more like the 
stereotypical burly K lansman than 1 
had expected from the intelligent, 
streetwise voice philosophizing 
over the telephone a week earlier.

Martinez had just gotten off the 
graveyard shift.

The conversa- 
tion turns to those who are skeptical 
about his conversion. 

Martinez acknowledges it all

"Students ask why African Amer- 
ican students are allowed to have 
black cultural month and as soon as 
they say the word "white" they're 
branded a racist.

These kids 
feel left out, man. I have a daughter 
who talks about these things too. 

“There's а lot of things we (as a

"I had а lack of history, a lack of 
education,” he says. "You never 
hear about the white kids on the 
Barbara Walters show or 60 Min- 
мез (but) there are thousands of 
Tom Martinez's ош there.” As a 
rising foot soldier in the Klan and 
Alliance during the early 80s, Mar- 
tinez raised an average S150 a week 
for the racist cause, gaining a go- 
Bener reputation among his racist 
cohorts. The Alliance's nationwide 
newsletter Vanguard made regular 
‘mention of Martincz's efforts, 

In 1983, Martinez met Bob Math- 
‘ews, whose dream was to create an 
all-white, Christian nation in the 
American northwest — the White. 
American Bastion. 


Host murdered 


Mathews’ plan was to form a 
small, secret “strike force” that 
would execule politically moti- 
vated acts of terror to galvanize rac- 
ist sentiment across the country. 

By 1985, the Silent Brotherhood, 
asitbecame known, had carried out 
an assortment of criminal opera- 
tions — including three daring 
armoured-car robberies "o finance 


its racist cause. One of those, in 
Ukiah, California, netted more than 

















54 million in cash. In June 1984, 
popular Denver radio talk-show 
host Alan Berg. one of three promi- 
nent Jews targeted by the group, 
was gunned down, 

‘At that time, Martinez was being 
recruited by Mathews. He was 
working as а janitor and had just 
bought a “white elephant of a 
house” when he agreed to pass 
$30,000 in counterfeit bills for the 
group. 

He passed the phoney $10 bills at 
several locations in his Kensington 
neighbourhood, pocketing more 
than $1,300 one day in change from 
small purchases, His purchases in- 
cluded nine lottery tickets, Marti- 
nez returned to some of the same 
places the next day and was recog- 
nized as the one who passed a pho- 
ney bill the day before. His licence. 
plate was traced, 

That evening, June 27, 1984, the 
secret service arrested Martinez ut. 
his home. Martinez never became a 
member of the Brotherhood, He 
had not taken the “voice test” re- 
quired and never met most of the 
group's inner circle. 

Facing the prospect of an 18 
month jail term, Martinez remem- 
bered some of his conversations 
with Mathews and а man named 
David Lane — things said in pass- 
ing that made him realize the group 
was behind the Ukiah holdup and 
Berg murder, Martinez cut a deal 
with the FBI in Philadelphia. As 
part of a plea bargain, Martinez

Student wrestles with 
discovery of profess- 
or's strange theory

obert O'Driscoll is a profes- 

sor of English at St 

Michael's, the Catholic col- 
ge at the University of Toronto, A 
Newfoundlander, O'Driscoll is а 
tenured professor who has been 
teaching at the university for 27 
years, and is recognized as one of 
Canada’s foremost authorities on 
W.B. Yeats. 

Flamboyant, dramatic and in- 
sightful, Robert O'Driscoll is my 
best English professor at the uni: 
versity. Worse, he is charming. His 
hair is silver, not grey, he has aged, 
по! decayed, and he sports a goatee 
{hat sprouts irom his chin like some 
magnificent Полет. 

He is also the author of a recently 
published. book, The New World 
Onder And The Throne OF The An- 
lichrist, an absurd larrago of the 
worst anti-Semitie nonsense since 
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the Protocols Of The Elders Of 
Zion, that long-diseredited forgery 

posed by anti-Semitic Rus- 
sians of the last century to show that 
the Jews were plotting to take over 
the world, 

Have you ever wondered about 
the causes of the first world war? 
About increasing crime in our soci- 
ety? About why the Americans 
dropped atomic bombs on Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki? Did you ever. 
wonder who was really behind Sta- 
lin? 

Well, wonder no more. Robert 
O'Driscoll, and his coauthors, have 
the answers to all those questions, 
and the explanations for all these 
horrors. It's the Jews who are to 
blame. 

Not all Jews are to blame, of 
‘course, O'Driscoll says, just some 
of them. But the theme of the book 
is fairly clearly stated in the quota- 
tion from Hitlers Mein Kampf 














Robert O'Driscoll is convinced a cabal of Jews, Coth- 
olics and Masons shapes the mojor events of history. 


with which O'Driscoll ends his 
troduction: "If, with the help of his 
Marxist creed, the Jew conquers i 
nations ofthis world, his crown will. 
be the funeral wreath of humani 
and this planet will, as it did mi 
lions of years ago. tumble through 
the ether, devoid of men." 


It is an astonishing book to be 
written by a University of Toronto 
professor, one moreover whose 
achievements are deemed worthy 
enough to be listed in the most re- 
cent edition of the Canadian Who's 
Who. It traces the evils of the last. 
century to 1776, when the Шоті- 
mati, a secret society with limitless 
financial resources, was founded 
by a Jesuit Jew and dedicated to a 
program aimed at world domina- 
tion.

Anti-Racist Action 
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On November 30th, 1992, a gay man, Yves LaLonde, was beaten to death in Montreal by 
a group of Neo-Nazis. Yves LaLonde is the ninth gay man to be murdered in the last two 
years .While the attackers in the previous murders remain unknown, the latest murder is 
thought to have been carried out by a white-supremacist organization - White Power Canada. 
Six young neo-nazis were arrested and charged with first-degree murder, which has been 
understood to be part of an initiation process which includes queer bashing as a prerequisite 
to joining the organization - unfortunately neither the organization nor the attack are isolated 
incidents. 

Yesterday's papers carried news of yet another gay man who was beaten to death on 
Saturday Dec. 12th because he was ‘believed to be gay’. Another gay man was bashed earli- 
er at the same location, a road-side stopover which is used by gay men as a meeting place. It 
has been the site of at least 60 bashings in the last few months, despite the fact that these 
attacks were reported to the police - who had done nothing in response. Even with the most 
recent murder, the pigs are refusing to lay any murder charges. 


History and Connections 

As is so clear in the murder carried out by WHITE POWER CANADA, the far-right and 
their various outfits have acted as a catalyst for this "m 
violence and hatred. Through increasing propagan- 
da, organizing and recruitment efforts, the right has 
been fomenting the racism, sexism, anti-semitism, 
division amongst the working class and homopho- 
bia which lies at the core of their ideology. 

While we fully understand that the far-right has 
no monopoly on homophobia and queer bashing, 
we must recognize the significant position this holds 
in their agenda and the threat they pose to us all. 
Victory for the Nazis in Germany of the 1930's saw 
hundreds of thousands of lesbians and gays round- 
ed up, imprisoned in concentration camps and 
gassed along with 10 million other victims of the 
Nazi regime. 

The neo-fascist movements of today have maintained this agenda and make no secret of 
it, as is clear from a few quotes; 


"We must endorse and support the law of God, which calls for the death penalty to the 
faggot slime... we endorse and seek the execution of all homosexuals’ - Thom Robb 
Imperial Wizard of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 

"I Don't see anything wrong with gay bashing. If queers don't wanna get bashed, they 
ought to... Stop being queers!” 

- KKK letter to National Lesbian and Gay Task Force. 
Aryan Nations of Canada said on their hotline: 
"Thank god for AIDS... Race mixing leads to homosexuality" 
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The Rise of the Right in Canada е 

The past year has seen an increase in fascist organizing efforts across the country. A net- 
work of hotlines and groups have been established across the country. Alberta, Manitoba, 
Ottawa and Montreal have seen a number of vicious attacks and murders of queers, perpe- 
trated by these groups. 


Toronto 

Toronto's neo-Fascist movement is seen as a vanguard by white supremacists across 
Canada. The Heritage Front, Church of the Creator, Aryan Resistance Movement and a 
handful of KKK factions are networking and building in this city. The Heritage Front, which 
acts as a front for Toronto's neo-fascist movement, has been leafletting neighbourhoods, pos- 
tering and recruiting in high schools, hosting intemational neo-fascist speakers, holding ral- 
lies, making bomb threats, vandalizing community centers, peddling their hate... AND BASH- 
ING HERE TOO! They have also been linked to the bombing of the Morgentaler abortion clin- 
ic. Yet at the same time they have attempted to present themselves as a legitimate political 
movement. 


Silence = Death 

The rise of Fascism relies on our fear and our silence. We cannot tum a blind eye while 
they poison our youth with their lies and hatred, instill fear in our communities and murder our 
brothers and sisters. We cannot allow them to organize in our city and march on our streets. 
We must ACT UP AND FIGHT BACK! The power to defeat fascism lies in our hands. We 
must educate and mobilize our communities, stop their organizing in our schools and TAKE 
BACK OUR STREETS! 





ANTI-RACIST ACTION 

ARA came together in response to increased organizing efforts of the far-right and is committed to 
exposing and opposing these scum. We are organizing workshops and counter-leafletting in high 
schools; reaching out to different communities and bringing people out onto the streets to show the 
strength of our opposition as well as our commitment to a multi-racial, multi-cultural, sexually diverse 
and fun society. 

ARA is an open group which makes consensus decision-making a priority. Our meetings are 
wheelchair accessible and child care is provided. This is what we've done so far: 
• Sept. 29, 1992: The Heritage Front organized a march on the Courthouse to defend their hateline. 
With 40 hours notice, a counterdemonstration was organized which brought out 120 people, far out- 
numbering the racists. ARA was born. 
e Week of November 9: On the anniversary of Kristallnacht, ARA participated in demonstrations 
against the German government's inaction against the rising tide of neo-Fascism in Germany. Pat 
Buchanan, representing the mainstreaming of the far right, came to town and ARA and others were 


= 
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there to tell this racist, sexist, anti-gay born-agzaia bigot to go away. 

* Nov. 13, 1992: The Heritage Front sponsored a secret rally, hosting several international prominent 
neo-Nazi speakers, ARA was there to SHUT ‘EM DOWN. This time there were 250 of us; their meeting 
hall was surrounded and pelted with eggs by an angry crowd demanding an end to neo-Nazi organizing 
in our city. Over a hundred humiliated racists were led single file out of the building under police escort. 
So much for “white pride”. 

* We were there on Nov. 30 when Alan Overfield, known to have Heritage Front links, attempted to 
have his seized arms cache, including rocket launchers and anti-tank weapons, returned to him. Our 
presence exposed him in the press for what he is: the employer of the leader of the Heritage Front and a 
dedicated neo-Nazi. As a result, he has yet to get his weapons back. 

® ARA is meeting with students, teachers and the Board of Education to share information and devel- 
op strategies for getting far right propaganda and recruitment out of the schools. 

We are here tonight to respond to the rise in queer-bashings in Montreal — and the queer-bashings 
in Toronto carried out by young KKK and Heritage Front thugs. They have shown that they are capable 
and indeed willing to murder. In Toronto, we must stop the killing before it starts. We must organize 
opposition to neo-Nazis before it is too late. We're taking back our neighbourhoods, our schools, 
our communities, and our streets.

WORK >

An hour before, a group of 400 anti-racist 
demonstrators stood in rows of 15 abreast 
outside the court house, their arms linked to- 
gether. It was a peaceful demonstration. Peace- 
ful enough for reporters to interview four 
spokespeople from interest groups. forTV news 
spots; peaceful enough for members of the 
Native Canadian Centre to linger outside, smok- 
ing cigarettes before entering the courtroom 
where the Centre was asking the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission to ban the Heritage 
Front's hotline. 

It was peaceful until a group of Heritage 
Front members with a police escort began 
marching towards the courthouse from the cast 
side of Nathan Philips Square. Then all hell 
broke loose. As seven mounted police'in riot 
gear drove their horses into the Anti-Racism 
Action (ARA) crowd, beating protestors about 
the head and shoulders with their riding crops, 
members of the Heritage Front, bearing Cana- 
dian and American Confederate flags and a 
banner that read “Equal Rights for Whites” 
marched into the court house, shouting “Fuck 
you” at the demonstrators. 

In the aftermath of the incident, people have 
argued that the police had no choice, that the 
members of the Heritage Front had been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the Human Rights 
Commission and therefore had the right to 
enter the courthouse. S 

But the fact remains that there is something 
essentially wrong with the end result. There is 
something wrong with police attacking a group 
of demonstrators whose only crime was to care 
enough about the ideals of equality and 
multiculturalism to stand for hours in sub-zero 





weather, while a group of people who preach 
white supremacy and hatred were given top-of- 
the-line police protection. There is something 
wrong with the fact that the police, in this 
situation, managed to create violence instead 
of preventing it. ^ 

If we can believe Wolfgang Droege's com- 
ment in The Ryersonian that he wished police 
would not be at the courthouse so'that he could 
“have it out" with the demonstrators, then we 
can only assume that he must have been pleased 
to see the police doing his dirty work for him, 

‘There are questions about Monday's inci- 
dent that have yet to be answered. For example, 
why did the rights of Heritage Front members 
to enter the courthouse outweigh the rights of 
Anti-Racism Action members to peacefully 
show their support for the Native Canadian 
Centre outside? And why did the police allow 
Heritage Front members to enter the court- 
house through the very door that the ARA was 
gathered in front of when there are atleast three 
other entrances to the court that would not have 
Jed to confrontation? 

Members of the B'nai Brith and Canadian 
Jewish Congress may argue that the most im- 

t battles against racial bigotry are won 
through the judicial system. But onc has to ask, 
how effective are laws if the police who en- 
force the laws have such poor interpretations of 
them that they can turn a peaceful demonstra, 
tion into a violent melee? Battles won deci- 
sively in the courts can be lost in a few seconds 
on the streets. 

In an ironic moment in the aftermath of the 
incident, a police officer dutifully shields in- 
jured ARA demonstrators from a crowd of 
reporters. These are the very people his part- 
ners were attacking just minutes ago. When 
reporters shout questions at him about why 
police turned on the demonstrators, he ignores 
them and stares into the middle distance. He 
has nothing to say.

Long before he went to jail for killing 


lot of police officers have ad- 
vised David LaChance to be 
patient over the years. Sitting 
at a picnic table in downtown 
Prince Albert, drinking a cup of 
coffee on an August morning, 
he lists the occasions. First, when 
his sister, Virginia, was murdered in 1967, 
while away working in the sugar-beet 
fields of Alberta. Every time he called the 
RCMP to ask about the case they told him 
to be patient, until finally he was so pa- 
tient he didn't call. Then again, five years 
ago, when his uncle Sam disappeared in 
Prince Albert. He and others in the native 
community suspected foul play; Sam La- 
Chance was not the type to go missing. 
The city police preferred its own theory: 
Sam had decided to take a trip and just 
hadn't come home yet. The native com- 
munity formed search parties, which 
turned up no trace, but David LaChance

says that every time he tried to push the 
police, even a little, to investigate, they 
made him feel as if he was taking up valu- 
able time. His uncle is still missing; his 
sister's murderer was never apprehended, 

And then there was the night of Jan- 
uary 28, 1991, when the RCMP tracked 
LaChance down in the Cree community 
of Big River, 120 kilometres north of 
Prince Albert, to tell him that his brother, 
Leo, had been found shot on a city street. 
On the surface, Leo's death has required 


less patience of David LaChance. The po- 
lice were able to tell him who did it: Car- 
ney Nerland, the owner of a gun, pawn, 
and Nazi-paraphernalia shop a few yards 
along River Street from where Leo col- 
lapsed. And when, in what seemed to 
David a typical devaluing of a native life, 
Nerland swiftly pleaded guilty to man. 
slaughter and was tucked away for a»

four-year term in the Prince Albert Cor- 
rectional Centre, there was an uproar, Na- 
tive politicians, along with the LaChance 
family, pressed for an inquiry into Leo's 
death, The big question: why were the 
police so easily convinced the shooting 
was an accident, a mere slip of the Finger, 
by a man who was an avowed racist and 
the leader of the Aryan Nations move- 
ment in Saskatchewan? 

The Aryan Nations, an international 
neo-Nazi organization with its headquar- 
ters in Hayden Lake, Idaho, was certain- 
ly no friend of the continent's aboriginal 
peoples. One of dozens of racist organi- 
zations operating throughout the world 
(linked by everything from computer ner- 
works and newsletters to shared para- 
military camps and joint assassination 
schemes), the Aryan Nations has built it- 
self а fortress in Hayden Lake where its 
leader, “Pastor” Richard Butler, and his 
followers cohabit with guns of all imagin- 
able shapes and sizes, Before his arrest the 
twenty-seven-year-old Nerland flaunted 
his connections to this group; he'd been 
called “the Fiihrer of Saskatchewan.” It’s 
not surprising that, when police an- 
nounced that the shooting of Leo La- 
Chance was accidental, native people pro- 
tested. Grandmothers staged a silent vigil 
walking from the place where the body 
was found to the courthouse. Media from 
outside Prince Albert added to the pres- 
sure by coming to the northern city to 
tell the story of the Cree trapper and the 
white supremacist who claimed he forgot 
he put three bullets in the semiautomat- 
ic he was playing with when LaChance 
walked through his door. 

For the first time, David LaChance's 
patience seemed to be paying off. A year 
after the shooting the provincial attorney 
general and minister of justice, Robert 
Mitchell, announced a public inquiry in- 
to Leo LaChance’s death, to be chaired 
by Ted Hughes, the former B.C. con- 
flict-of-interest commissioner who had 
investigated Bill Vander Zalm. The in- 
quiry’s mandate seemed aimed at reveal- 
ing the truth: Hughes and his two col- 
leagues (one of them native) were to 
examine the police investigation of the 
shooting and the possible influence on 
law-enforcement processes of racism and 
racist groups. Mitchell confidently an- 
nounced that the inquiry “will be able 
to consult the RCMP and the Prince Al- 
bert City Police, who have assured us of 
their full cooperation... [and will] make 
available to the panel such information as 
they have with respect to white suprema- 




















cist groups and people and activities.” 

But then, as the hearings got under 
way in April, 1992, the evasions began. 
‘There were holes in the picture witnesses 
were able to put together of the three days 
between the shooting and the laying of 
the manslaughter charge against Nerland. 
It turned out that Corporal Andy Law- 
rence of the Regina RCMP (which does 
not normally investigate possible homi- 
cides) had called Sergeant Peter Mesluk, 
one of the investigating officers, two days 
after LaChance was shot. What did he 
want? What went on at a subsequent 
meeting that included Lawrence, Mes- 
luk, and the Prince Albert Crown attor- 
ney, John Field, who decided that the 
charge should be manslaughter? 

Mesluk told the inquiry that Lawrence 
had told him and the others the name 
of the RCMP's informant on the Aryan 
Nations. But before he could reveal the 
name, the RCMP lawyer, Martel Popes- 
cul, strenuously objected. Mesluk was 
then asked if the informant was “anyone 
who has an interest in the outcome of

these proceedings or anyone whose con- 
duct is under review in these proceed- 
ings.” Again Popescul objected, Being 
forced to reveal the identity of the infor- 
mant would jeopardize all RCMP infor- 
mants everywhere, his argument went. 
The inquiry was forced to shut down as 
it appealed the issue to a higher court. 
The higher court ruled in August, in 
favour of the RCMP. And there sat David 
LaChance at a picnic table in Prince Al- 
bert wondering whether patience was the 
appropriate response to an inquiry that 
looked as if it was going to founder on 
RCMP self-protection. Because he could 
short-circuit it all. He knew the name of 
the informant. The RCMP had confid- 
ed in Gerry Morin, counsel for the La- 
Chance family and the Prince Albert Tri- 
bal Council. Morin had felt legally obliged 
to reveal the name to his clients. Morin 
had also told LaChance that justice takes 
a long time to achieve, that the inquiry 
was going to appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Canada, which might take a dif- 
ferent view. But David LaChance was

At 
least in the earliest days of the inquiry the 
witnesses had told him something, 

Leo LaChance had been hitchhiking

5:30, Katz Brothers was closed. It was

Inside the store, three white men were 
standing at the counter. Whether as some 
form of sick joke or carelessness with his 
firearm (or murderous contempt for an 
Indian), the man behind the counter fired 
two shots from a Russian-made semiauto-

of January 28, with pelts from his trap 
line that he intended to sell. Chief John 
Keenatch and his daughter Patsy had 
picked LaChance up at Debden, just out- 
side of Big River, and had dropped him 
off at the John Diefenbaker Bridge in 
downtown Prince Albert around 5:15, 
in the wintry сапу dark. 

From the bridge LaChance had walked 
to Katz Brothers Furs on River Street. 
For over a hundred years Indians have 
brought their furs to the whites who trade 
them on River Street, and LaChance did 
business there a couple of times a year. 
But this time when he arrived, around 


matic rifle into the floor, which encour- 
aged Leo LaChance to leave. As LaChance 
was shutting the shop door another shot 
went off. He was hit by a full-metal-jack- 
eted military bullet that pierced his left 
arm, went through his chest, and came 
to rest against his right ribcage. 
LaChance had the strength to walk 
about fifty yards along River Street before 
he stumbled and collapsed on the side- 
walk. Kim Koroll, who worked in the city 
engineering department, saw LaChance 
fall as he was driving home. It was an es- 
pecially violent fall, and Koroll pulled 
over, thinking that the man had had a 


(is 


heart attack. He ran to the nearest open 
store to phone for an ambulance — the 
Northern Pawn and Gun Shop. Three 
men were having a drink at the counter 
and one of them told him there was no 
phone in the building. Когой ran around 
the corner to the A&W, found 2 pay 
phone, and called 911. 

When he returned to LaChance, an- 
other man was huddled close to the prone 
form on the sidewalk. Maurice Morin had 
grown up at Big River. The two Indians 
were speaking Cree, which Koroll didn't 
understand, but he waited until the am- 
bulance came before he went home. Mor- 
in testified that what LaChance was» 
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saying as he lay on the sidewalk was, My 
brother, oh, my brother." 

Paramedics Patrick Bellisle and Rob 
Ferland got the call at 6:39 p.m. They 
found LaChance on the sidewalk covered 
with a flannel sheet, though no-one could 
say who had put it over him. It was only 
in the ambulance on the way to Holy 
Family Hospital, followed by a police 
cruiser that had responded to the 911, 
that Bellisle removed LaChance’s coat 
and saw blood. Ferland stopped the am- 
bulance and told the officers in the cruiser 
that it looked like a knife or gunshot 
wound. In the ambulance LaChance was 
now muttering, passing in and out of 
consciousness; Bellisle thought he was 
saying gun shop or gunshot or both. 

The police didn’t get back to River 
Street until seven-thirty, the time it took 
for the officers in the cruiser to report the 
shooting to the station and for the sta- 
tion to send a team to the scene. Just after 
eight the police gor Arnold Katz to open 
up his store; forcing a door in Katz’s base- 
ment that led to the property he owned 
next door, the police found a firing range 
littered with spent ammunition. The po- 
lice decided they should talk го its propri- 
etor, Carney Nerland. 


Nerland volunteered his first statement 
on the shooting just after midnight. At 
six that evening, he said, as he was closing 
up and doing paperwork, “two gentlemen 
came in... both males and white.” He 
didn’t feel “real comfortable wich... them 
there... they're touching things and han- 
dling weapons... my back was turned, as 
I was putting things away. It was at this 
time I heard a shot go off. I didn't hear 
any scteams or glass break. I turned 
around and this guy had a dumb look on 
his face and he passes the gun, an M-56, 
to me and smiles over at his friend. I took 
the gun,removed the magazine, placed the 
gun in the gun closer... | would think the 
casing is on the floor somewhere... At this 
point, I’m traumatized.... There are two 
of them and one of me, and like I said, 
there were no other persons in the store. 
Just me and these two guys. 1 don't recall 
an Indian being in the store after 6 p.m. 

“The only other person that came in 
was a fellow that wanted to borrow the 
phone... he had stated something to the 
effect that someone had fallen on the ice. 
I just wanted to get out of this situation. I 
just told him no.... Then the guy looked 
at me and said ‘Keep your fucking mouth 
shut.’ This was the guy who had shot the 
gun... The two guys shuffled off and 
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I quickly finished my business, set my 
alarm, and closed. I just wanted to get out 
of there.” 

As the police took Nerland’s statement, 
Leo LaChance died on the operating table 
at the Royal University Hospital in Saska- 
toon, where he had been transferred by 
ambulance. It didn’t become clear that 
Nerland was lying through his teeth until 
the next afternoon, when the “two guys” 
showed up at the police station to volun- 
teer their version of events. By that time,

Nerland was headed for his father's house 
in Alberta, to pick up a van. Since he'd co- 
operated so nicely with the investigation, 
even calling to ask if he could leave the 
province, the police had given him per- 
mission to go. 


The“two guys” were hardly strangers. 
Russell Yungwirth, a prison guard at the 
time, had gone to high school with Ner- 
land, and Gar Brownbridge had also 
known Nerland for some time. Yungwirth 
isn’t a prison guard any more; the job 
became far too stressful after his friend 
shot an Indian, since the prison popula- 
tion he was guarding was eighty per cent 
native. Now he pumps gas and takes 
his coffee breaks at the South Hill Inn 
in Prince Albert, where the clientele is pre- 
dominantly white and male. (South Hill 
is on the edge of Prince Albert; it’s an un- 
written rule that aboriginals, who make 
up a third of the city’s population of 
35,000, do their drinking downtown.) 
Yungwirth doesn’t want to talk about the 
shooting. “I don't have anything to say 
that I didn't already tell the inquiry, now 
do you mind leaving?” The word on the 
street is that Yungwirth knows a lot more 
than he told the inquiry, but has to watch 
his back about what he says. If the natives 
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don't get him, the Aryan Nations will. 

His testimony before Hughes and the 
other commissioners was that he and Ner- 
land and Brownbridge had been drink- 
ing and “talking about the Gulf War" 
before LaChance arrived. LaChance had 
asked if anyone wanted to buy a .303 
rifle. Nerland, who was behind the coun- 
ter, started shooting into the floor. La- 
Chance didn’t seem afraid, and took his 
time about leaving the store. As the door ` 
banged shut, another bang went off; 
Nerland was left with “a dumb 
look on his face.” Then Brown- 
bridge said, “You silly bugger. 
You probably put a bullet in my 
car,” and went to the front of the 
store to check, 

When Brownbridge testi- 
fied, he said he hadn’t seen any- 
one on the sidewalk, And that 
Nerland had declared, "I don’t 
remember it having three 
rounds." The three of them then 
tidied up, Nerland set the alarm, 
and they left the store, climbing 
into Brownbridge’s car. 

Nerland took three rifles with 
him, and as they drove to the lo- 
cal Canadian Tire, where Brown- 
bridge had an errand to run, 
Yungwirth held the guns on his 
lap in the back seat. Yungwirth 
testified that Nerland was complaining 
about the bad day he was having. “He 
kept repeating that, you know, he's 
screwed, he's – he's fucked, according 
to him, and that you know, it’s going 
to be — they're going to — they're going 
to blow this all up and make a big ra- 
cial thing out of it, and they're going to 
bring everything in his past. ... He said, 
‘If I shot him, I'm fucked." "When Yung- 
wirth and Brownbridge dropped Nerland 
back at the shop to pick up his car, they 
said they looked up and down the streets, 
and saw no-one, no police, no ambulance. 
"The “two guys" heard that LaChance had. 
been shot the next morning on the radio, 
called a lawyer for advice, and then went 
to the police. 

On January 30,1991, the RCMP picked 
up Nerland at his father's home in Coro- 
nation, Alberta. Back in Prince Albert, 
Judge T.W. Ferris denied Nerland bail, 
saying, “He is very liable to run if given 
the chance.” Ferris also said that the evi- 
dence presented at a preliminary hearing 
might lead to the laying of a more serious 
charge, because “it could possibly justify 
the conclusion the defendant knew per- 
fectly well the gun was loaded and...de- 
liberately shot so close to the victim when 
he was (Continued on page 68)» 
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(Continued from page 18) near the 
door he took the risk of injuring or kill- 
ing him.” 

Nerland didn't give anyone the oppor- 
tunity of cross-examining his two friends 
ata preliminary hearing or of digging in- 
to his white-supremacist activities. He 
waived his right to a preliminary hearing. 
Better to take the plea and serve the time. 


From the outside, the character of Car- 
ney Milton Nerland, racist, raises more 
than a few questions, His business life and 
even his personal life were strangely tan- 
gled up in relationships with those he 
was supposed to abhor. As a backdrop to 
Nerland's gun transactions, a VCR in the 
store often ran tapes of Hitler speeches 
and Holocaust deniers; prominently dis- 
played were Nazi flags, a KKK outfit, 
imitation brown shirts, even a sign that 
forbade blacks to enter. How had a Jew- 
ish landlord come to rent to such a man? 

Arnold Кап own store is almost bare. 
"There's a couch, a counter, a few trapping 
maps, an ancient safe in the corner, and, 
in the window, metal scraps, which he 
buys and sells along with furs. He's been 
in business since 1928 and, at ninety, still 
opens daily. He's five-foot-four, maybe 
150 pounds, and looks seventy-five, tops. 

He is standing, as balanced as a statue, 
on the radiator grille in the floor. Why sit 
when you can stand? He's reading the 
Western Jewish News from Winnipeg. A 
pair of deer antlers decorates the space 
above him, in symmetry with the newspa- 
per he’s holding. 

"T've said all I know. Ask the police, 
there was a police car outside his store 
every time I looked out my window. I 
used to ask him, why are the police al- 
ways there? Are you in trouble? No, he'd 
say, they buy my guns. So ask them what 
happened, you think I want my store 
burned down?” 

“They'd burn your store?” 

“Who knows? They vandalized the syn- 
agogue in 1985. Swastikas everywhere. 
"There's always been the racism. The con- 
gregation sold the synagogue in’87, all 
the kids moved away. There’s maybe 
three Jews left in this town. We used to 
have forty-five families – Orthodox.” 

Katz's congregation had always spon- 
sored the award to the top math student 
at Nerland's high school, though Nerland 
himself didn’t make it past grade ten in 
that subject and wasn’t in class very often. 

Still, Katz says that Nerland was always 
nice to him, and that he never imagined 
Nerland took the Nazi stuff seriously. A 
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former customer of Northern Pawn and 
Gun says Nerland used to joke about kill- 
ing his Jewish landlord. Just a joke, right? 
Didn't mean it. But you have to wonder. 
Did Nerland also make jokes about Dar- 
win Bear, the ewenty-six-year-old Indian 
who owned the pawn side of the North- 
ern Pawn and Gun Shop? Bear was blond- 
haired and blue-eyed, and he left all the 
decisions to Nerland. (Bear told the in- 
quiry he'd been getting death threats from 
Indians since the shooting, A.J. Felix, the 


ther, left his wife, Vera, and moved to Al- 
berta a few years ago, but back then he 
cut a bit of a swath. In Prince Albert he's 
still known as “Big Bob" from the motor- 
cycle column he once wrote for the Prince 
Albert Daily Herald, "Big Bob on Bikes." 
He used to tool around town on his bike 
wearing his old German motorcycle hel- 
met with the Iron Cross on it. Carney's 
mother was religious, but nice enough, 
people say. She's still religious she stands

chief of the Prince Albert Tribal Council, 
describes the Bear family as “pretty pow- 
erful businessmen” but he figures Darwin 
Bear and all his relatives should close up 
shop. "There's a boycott of the Bears. No- 
one’s having anything to do with these 
guys. Nothing. They re finished.”) 

Katz and Bear were not the only anom- 
alies, Nerland’s wife was a South Amer- 
ican he'd married in Chile in 1987; she 
filed for divorce in 1992. According to a 
written ment and a sworn affidavit 
given to Prince Albert police by two of 
Jackie Nerland's acquaintances, her hus- 
band physically abused her, imprisoning 
her in their house. He threatened that, if 
she ran to the other Chilean expatriates 
in Prince Albert, he'd kill her and all her 
‘Spanish-speaking friends. She had no rea- 
son to disbelieve him. Nerland was usual- 
ly to be found cradling, cleaning, or strok- 
ing a gun, automatic, semiautomatic, or 
shotgun. Jackie Nerland's friends say 
there's no possibility she'll talk about Ner- 
land, because she's frightened for herself 
and their five-year-old daughter. In fact, 
she and Nerland have both sworn that 
the allegations of abuse are untruc. 

Where are the clues to the inner life of 
Carney Nerland? Nerland’s not talking, 
his parents and his brother, Alfen, are not 
talking, and even acquaintances hesitate, 
just in case the movement he represents is 
as potent as it likes to think itself. The life 
portrait is sketchy. 





Nerland spent his first eight years in 
Rouleau, Saskatchewan, a small town near 
Regina. His family moved to Prince Al- 
bert in 1973. Bob Nerland, Carney’s fa- 


Albert with copies of Awake and The 
Lighthouse. 

His neighbours say that by junior high 
young Milton (he prefers Carney now) 
was spray-painting swastikas anywhere he 
could find a flat surface. He'd also march 
up and down the street, dressed in a uni- 
form and carrying a rifle over his shoul- 
der. In high school, he wore his hair in 
a crew cut and dressed in brown mili- 
tary shirts, pants, and jackboots. "Milton 
seemed like a normal guy for a while," 
says one of his classmates from his three 
semesters in high school, as he thumbs 
through old yearbooks, “until one day 
he was sitting in the hall laughing his 
head off. My friend and I went over to see 
what was so funny. He'd drawn all these 
people getting their heads cut off. He 
thought decapitation was a scream." 

The thing his teachers remember about 
him is that he was a walking encyclope- 
dia on German Second World War histo- 
ry. (Within the Aryan Nations he would 
become known as Kurt Meyer, after the 
famous commander of the 12th SS Panz- 
er Hitlerjugend. Eighteen Canadian 
POWs under Meyer's care in Normandy 
had been shot in a courtyard behind his 
command post, and Meyer was tried and 
convicted as a war criminal.) Nerland also 
impressed teachers with his intelligence 
in the brief time before he dropped out. 
One remembers: “Milton was far from a 
stupid boy, though I think some of these 
guys would like you to think they're not 
very smart, I suppose we like to think that 
only someone too dull to understand 
what they are doing could get involved 
with that kind of group, but he was a > 
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bright enough boy in school and he 
would have known exactly what he was 
doing later on in life.” 

Whar exactly was he doing? A few of 
the Chilean refugees living in Saskatch- 
ewan say that Nerland has international 
connections in the neo-Nazi movement. 
{n his early twenties, he went to Chile 
frequently to buy antiques and antique 
coins. Where would a high-school drop- 
out from Prince Albert get the cash to 
finance such a venture? It was all a front, 
say the Chileans; he was really participat- 
ing in neo-Nazi training camps held in 
southern Chile. “So many Germans came 
after the war,” says one Chilean, “and 
right-wing people always came for those 
camps” — to train for the coming holy 
race war. 

In Saskatchewan, the Aryan Nations 
and the KKK are the racist organizations 
of choice. "They're not organized, or too 
smart, but they've got lots of money,” 
says a firearms expert who has sold to 
Aryan Nations members. "And you better 
take the guys in the States really seriously. 
They've got guns, numbers, and power, 
and borders mean nothing to them." (In 
September, 1992, Rudy Stanko of the 
Church of the Creator, an American Ar- 
yan Nations sect, was caught at the Sas- 
katchewan border with a false passport.) 

Nerland's connections to the Ary- 
an Nations go back to 1984, when he 
showed up at a congress in Hayden Lake 
— at nineteen, already an avowed Nazi. 
Terry Long, of Red Deer, Alberta, was 
also at that congress; a few months later 
Richard Butler appointed Long a High 
Aryan Warrior priest and the Alberta lead- 
er of the Church of Jesus Christ Christ- 
ian-Aryan Nations. Nerland certainly 
knew Long, who became leader of the 
church for all of Canada in 1986. 

Nerland, meanwhile, was “outed” as 
а Nazi as a result of hiş own strange fan- 
tasy life. Coming back from a trip to 
Louisiana on November 6, 1985, he cried. 
to pass through Canada Customs at the 
Calgary airport as Kurt Meyer: he was 
carrying pictures of himself, dressed in a 
Nazi uniform, engaged in combat train- 
ing and smashing a mannequin's head 
with a rifle butt. He had a Nazi Party ID 
card, the business cards of arms suppli- 
ers, and cassette tapes titled "Interroga- 
tion Techniques" and "Adolph Hitler on 
Victory." He told the immigration officer 
that he was “a member of a historical re- 
enactment society.” Before he could get 
back into the country he had to confess 
to his real identity. 
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Nerland definitely tried to recruit peo- 
ple for the movement. A former skinhead 
— another kid who, like Nerland, had 
trouble staying in school — says an Aryan 
Nations member from Saskatoon (who 
has made himself scarce since the La- 
‘Chance shooting) put him in touch with 
Nerland. The gun-shop owner gave the 
kid books – a copy of Mein Kampf and 
one called Bare Kills, a manual on bare- 
handed killing techniques. "He had a lot 
of Identity Christian things in the store 
he said he'd donate to me; video tapes, 
books, clothing. That's the religion of the 
true chosen white Europeans. He said he 
could have them because of freedom of 
religion," che kid explains. "And he in- 
vited me to their church and army bar- 
racks and compound. He had a shooting 
range, too." All located on a farm near 
Prince Albert, says the kid, though he also 
says he never went. If he was really inter- 
ested, Nerland told him, he could arrange 
to sponsor him for a trip to the Aryan 
Youth gathering in Hayden Lake. If he 
went he'd have to attend church, Nerland 
warned, but there would be all kinds of 
weapons to play with, all for free. 


The Prince Albert police had known of 
Nerland's racist connections since the in- 
cident in the Calgary airport in 1985. 
And the police also knew that Nerland 
had taken part in a well-televised Aryan 
Fest in Provost, Alberta, in 1990 — just 
five months before the shooting — on the 
property of Ray Bradley, a member of the 
Alberta Aryan Nations. (The Alberta gov- 
ernment held an inquiry into the Aryan 
Fest, and told Bradley and his supporters 
never to hold one again. Terry Long dis- 
appeared halfway through that inquiry; 
there’s been a warrant out for his arrest 
ever since.) Nerland was photographed 
and video-taped in a Nazi uniform, carry- 
ing a shotgun; once again he called him- 
self Kurt Meyer. He was responsible for 
security at the festival, supplying partici- 
pants with firearms from the trunk of his 
car. On the stand at the Hughes inquiry, 
officers Troy Cooper and Ian Reiman ad- 
mitted it was common knowledge that 
Nerland was a white supremacist, and 
also that Nazi gear and guns were the 
bulk of his business. 

If it was such common knowledge, 
wondered David LaChance, why hadn’t 
the authorities regarded Nerland as a 
threat? Only two Prince Albert police- 
men testified there was “cause for con- 
cern” over the fact that a gun-shop own- 
er was a member of the Aryan Nations. 
Cooper and Reiman couldn't recall that 
they'd ever been asked to keep a special 


eye on Nerland. Two officers had heard 
rumours in the police department that 
members of the force were sympathetic 
to the Aryan Nations; was this why Ner- 
land scemed to be treated like one of the 
boys? As far as the police were concerned, 
Nerland operated his Aryan Nations orga- 
nization by and for himself, and any pres- 
ence the police had in his shop had to do 
with the buying or selling of firearms or 
checking for stolen pawn items. None of 
the police testifying at the inquiry allowed 
that Nerland’s racial beliefs might have 
had a bearing on the shooting of Leo La- 
Chance. 

Three police officers involved with the 
LaChance investigation also swore that 
they had never in their years on the force 
heard a single police officer utter a racist 
comment, tell a racist joke, ог speak about 
aboriginal people in a derogatory fashion. 

If the Indians sitting listening to such 
testimony hadn’t already felt intimidat- 
ed just to be showing their faces where 
Prince Albert city police officers could 
see them, they might have hooted with 
derision. They know the score; any na- 
tive who didn’t know the score would 
have to have slept through the last 150 
years. The faces of oppression and resis- 
tance have always been pretty plain in 
Prince Albert (though, in recent years, 
resistance has been underground and 
ad hoc). It's still in the forefront of many 
minds that Louis Riel, and chiefs Big 
Bear, Little Pine, Chacastapasin, Pound- 
maker, and, later, Almighty Voice mount- 
ed the last bloody battles against the 
North-West Mounted Police just south 
of Prince Albert. The NWMP decided 
to stay put in Prince Albert after the re- 
sistance and either threw the rebel Indi- 
ans into the cellar of police headquarters 
or sent them to Stony Mountain peni- 
tentiary in Manitoba, or hanged them 
where Riel was hanged, in Regina. In the 
Rotary Museum of Police and Correc- 
tions, on the South Hill, WANTED pos- 
ters of Big Bear, Poundmaker, and Al- 
mighty Voice are prominently displayed, 
along with torture devices that were com- 
monplace in local prisons into the 1960s. 
Given the proportion of natives in the 
prisons, one can deduce who was tortured 
— or, in the wardens’ minds, punished 
— with these devices. Adam Elder Con- 
stant, who works with native inmates in 
the six prisons in Prince Albert, doesn’t 
understand why these devices are still 
so prominently on display: "Indians tor- 
tured people, I'm not saying we didn't. 
But we'd set the guy up in whatever 
way, and then leave him in the woods to 
die. The white man’s torture is sexual » 
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torture, and he tortures so he can watch." 

One person's hero is another's felon. 
It's hard to fault the logic that assumes 
that many whites in Prince Albert still 
view natives through that lens: Correc- 
tional Services is the city’s second-largest 
employer. The jail named after the city, 
the Prince Albert Correctional Centre, 
was built on land Indians had used for 
hundreds of years as a meeting place; to 
Indians the gesture illustrated the status 
quo. If white men who wore uniforms 
were being guarded in their revelations at 
the inquiry, it was to be expected: to the 
Indians, the police, the prison guards, and 
even Carney Nerland in his fake military 
gear, were part of the same brotherhood. 
As one said, it doesn’t matter what colour 
of uniform a person is wearing if his de- 
sire is to beat you. 

Finding someone willing to be more 
specific about native-police relations, 
though, is a harder job. The Gateway 
Mall is right across from the police de- 
partment in downtown Prince Albert. 
Young native men used to get beaten up 
by certain security guards there for just 
about any reason the guards could think 
up. Then the native community threat- 
ened a boycott. Today, the mall employs 
aboriginal security guards and is one of 
the biggest supporters of native sports and 
cultural events in the area. It sounded like 
а safe place to canvass native opinion. 

“What do you think of the local po- 
lice? Do you think the system treats you 
the same as white people?” I would ask 
after sitting down beside a native person 
‘on one of the benches in the mall. The 
subject would look behind, look to both 
sides, look everywhere. Who was watch- 
ing, listening in? "Don't need that kind of 
attention," they'd mutter. "There's rats 
here. For five bucks, they'll tell the cops." 

"Then they'd start to explain. If it was 
just them they had to worry about, they'd 
tell all, but there was family, too. "Sorry, 
can't tell you much, but I have a friend I 
think would talk to you. No, he doesn't 
have a phone, just ask around." 

Several of these friends found me, still 
nervous, but willing to talk. In a safe place 
onc of them, a young man who'd had his 
troubles with the law, sat down to look 
through the book Prince Albert Police 100 
Years 1886-1986. Towards the back it 
turns into a yearbook, with photos of all 
those on the force at the time. 


As the young native man turns the ' 


pages his face falls. "This guy, this guy's 
real bad" — he gives a brief description of 
the first few officers and then goes silent. 
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One hand turns the pages, and the other 
one points to photographs. When he gets 
to the end of the book, he docs it all over 
again. This time he talks; he has nice 
things to say about some men; some oth- 
ers he doesn't know. Out of sixty-five of- 
ficers then on the force, he has pointed 
out thirteen who would just as soon 
throw an Indian down a set of stairs as 
stop for coffee and doughnuts. 

Chief Greg McCullagh of the Prince 
Albert Police Department says that you 
have to take such allegations with a grain 
of salt: “Those kind of complaints are so 
commonplace that the police are on the 
defensive all the time. I’m not saying 
there’s not cause to make complaints but 
the vast majority are unfounded.” He will 
not comment on the Nerland case except 
to say that his department will be cxoner- 
ated when the inquiry winds up. 


Reading through pages of inquiry tran- 
scripts and interviewing those principals 
who would allow themselves to be inter- 
viewed, I found it hard not to give some 
credence to the native view of a "brother- 
hood of uniforms” with racist attitudes. 
One of the most enigmatic appearances 
before the inquiry was that of Roy Mc- 
Knight, an ex-prison guard who now 
works for the Saskatchewan department 
of natural resources. (Coincidentally, Ner- 
land's brother, Alfen, works for the same 
department as a conservation officer.) 
McKnight, it turned out, had been in Ner- 
land's shop the evening that LaChance 
was shot, and claimed to be Nerland's 
new business partner. 

McKnight, says an acquaintance, was a 
racist like Nerland, who “started all this 
white supremacist stuff when he came 
home from the army. His whole person- 
ality changed. You could see it even in 
the way he walked.” McKnight was a 
paratrooper in the Canadian Forces for 
seven years. 

McKnighr's brother Tom, also a prison 
guard, is powerful in the Saskatchewan 
Government Employees Union (SGEU); 
Tom was formerly vice president of the 
union. In 1989 Tom McKnight attended 
a shop-steward training school in south- 
ern Saskatchewan sponsored by SGEU; 
he was onc of five union members who 
showed up dressed in Klan costumes. 
When a member of McKnight’s local 
called for an investigation of the incident, 
he was rold it was just a joke. 

Roy McKnight was in and out of Ner- 
land's store as if he owned it during the 
police investigation. At the inquiry, he 
said Nerland had deputized him to han- 
dle the outstanding business. (Nerland's 


actual business partner, Darwin Bear, was 
apparently not asked to do the job.) Ner- 
land, McKnight testified, had come to see 
him around 10:30 the night of the shoot- 
ing, and they went for a drive for an hour 
and a half in -35°C weather so they could 
“discuss the Gulf War.” Nerland showed 
up at the police station after that drive 
to give his first statement. At 2 a.m., after 
he finished with the police, he'd gone to 
the store, to “check on the alarm system.” 
Nerland tried to leave with a locked file 
of “customers’ names,” but the police 
wouldn't let him and locked the file up 
in a gun cabinet. The next morning he 
went out for breakfast with McKnight; 
McKnight testified that he'd asked Ner- 
land what was going on but that Nerland 
wouldn't answer: “When Milton does not 
want to answer a question, he doesn’t an- 
swer a question.” 

"Two days later, Roy McKnight showed 
up at the shop, which was still under po- 
lice guard. What had been forbidden to 
Nerland was apparently okay for Mc- 
Knight. He left with the locked file, no 
questions asked. Even at the inquiry, no- 
one asked him what was in the file or 
what he had done with it. 


OF course, the witness David LaChance 
was waiting for was Carney Nerland, who 
did not appear in the first round of hear- 
ings last year. Nerland had been trans- 
ferred from Prince Albert to protective 
custody in Stony Mountain. Though he 
had told the police before he went to jail 
that he wasn't afraid “some ninety-pound 
Indian with a butter knife” would try to 
get him in prison, the publicity around 
the inquiry had got him worried. At first 
the inquiry could not even subpoena him 
because he was in the Manitoba pen; the 
Saskatchewan government had to pass a 
law granting inquiries the right to issue 
interprovincial subpoenas. 

Мог that Nerland’s interests went en- 
tirely unregarded at the inquiry. Harold 
Pick, a retired Saskatchewan lawyer hired 
by the province's justice department to 
represent the prosecutors involved in the 
Nerland case, had a careful word to say 
on behalf of Nerland. For instance, when 
an RCMP ballistics expert testified that 
Nerland could not have helped noticing 
three bright brass bullets in the dark car- 
tridge of his semiautomatic, Pick insisted 
on bringing in a man he knew, a retired 
ballistics expert from Regina, who would 
testify thar brass bullets can tarnish and 
become indistinguishable from the sur- 
rounding cartridge. 

Pick also advised the panel on two oc- 
casions that it was unfair to discuss inci- 











dents that involved Nerland when Ner- 
land did not have counsel present. As Pick 
told Ted Hughes," don't take a strong 
position one way or another, I just feel 
that it is my duty to this Commission to 
be as careful as I can be in the absence of 
counsel for Mr. Nerland.” Later: “I know 
that if counsel for Mr. Nerland were here 
now, no doubt, he would be on his hind 
legs scteaming murder.” 

Mind you, Pick had been full of ad 
hoc advice for others, even the police offi- 
cers testifying. One day while the inquiry 
was on hold he ran into Sergeant Jerry 
Novotny and Staff Sergeant Dave Dem- 
kiw of the Nerland investigating team, 
“Listen,” he told them, “I want you two 
to read over those transcripts, make sure 
you know what they say, because when 
the inquiry starts up, you're going to get 
grilled, not by me, of course, I'll go easy, 
but by some of those others." Those oth- 
ers, in Pick’s view,induded Gerry Morin, 
the LaChance family lawyer. One after- 
noon in a local coffee shop, he pointed at 
Morin across the room, and said, “There 
is racism and Nerland is a racist, but that 
Indian lawyer would magnify it ten times 
over." The Aryan Nations, in Pick’s opin- 
ion, is a "church of one” and that one is 
still in jail 


David LaChance had another long wait 
from August, 1992, when his lawyer ad- 
vised patience on the matter of the RCMP 
informant, to the first of November, 
when the Supreme Court turned down 
the motion to hear the appeal, As far as 
the highest court was concerned the in- 
quiry could carry on without the name 
of the RCMP informant. 

Gerry Morin once again counselled 
restraint to LaChance and the leaders of 
the twelve Indian bands that make up 
the Prince Albert Tribal Council, but his 
clients decided they were through with 
restraint. As Chief Allan Felix said in a 
crowded press conference the tribal coun- 
cil held on November 12, 1992, they felt 
it was time that all aspects of the truth 
be told — according to First Nations legal 
principles as opposed to British and Ca- 
nadian common-law practices. They had 
been told that the name of the mystery 
police informant was Carney Nerland, 
and they wanted the world to know: In 
а CP wire story carried in major papers 
across the country, vice-chief Alphonse 
Bird said, “We believe racism had a lot to 
do with the sentencing of Carney Ner- 
land. [He] bypassed the whole system... 
It is tied in internally somehow — every- 
body knew about [Nerland's role] except 
the aboriginal peoples. Those questions 


need to come out when the inquiry res- 
umes — did the RCMP influence a police 
investigation? What sort of plea bargain- 
ing was done?" 

"The RCMP immediately issued a state- 
ment that the force would neither con- 
firm nor deny the truth of the tribal 
council's claim, and Martel Popescul, the 
RCMP's lawyer at the Hughes inquiry, 
wrote to the Saskatchewan justice depart- 
ment to ask if something legal could be 
done about the tribal council's transgres- 
sion. In the end, the justice department 
decided not to pursue the matter. 

On the second anniversary of Leo La- 
Chance’s death, the Court of Appeal for 


Saskatchewan heard a motion from Car- 
ney Nerland's lawyer, Brian Beresh, to 
quash the Hughes inquiry altogether. The 
court turned the motion down, guaran- 
teeing that when the inquiry resumed 
hearings on March 15, 1993, Carney Ner- 
land would have to testify. The name of 
the RCMP informant, however, would 
still be excluded. 

David LaChance would go to the hear- 
ings; it was his chance to take a long, hard 
look at the man who shot his brother. 
But he was beginning to believe that any 
insight he still needed into the forces that 
caused Leo's death would be found in 
what went unsaid at the inquiry. Bl

Erlich, who teaches lin- 
guistics at York University, 
told federal court Justice L.

"similar in form and con- 
tent" to messages com- 
plained of a year earlier.

On either side, four smaller crosses 
smoulder in the darkness. 

The light reflects from the flowing, white, 

und-length robes and towering, conical 
loods of more than a dozen men. 

Another 30 men, women — and children 
— bask in the glow. 

Circling the crosses, the deep voices of 
the shrouded men mix with those of the 
women and children. They all shout "RA- 
HOWA" (racial holy war) and "white pow- 
er" over and over. 

“Dispel the darkness with this fire," in- 
tones a hooded fi; “The conquest ends 
when we have taken back this planet.” 

‘The chilling scene is Hyde Park, Ont., last 
Satürday ıt — an upscale, rural enclave 
on the northwest edge of good, grey, con- 
servative London. 

Hyde Park’s rolling hills are dotted with 
horse farms and 10,000-square-foot man- 
sions. It is a Neighborhood Watch commu- 
nity, with a Women's Institute established 
in 1910 — “For God and Country” is its 
motto — and a Lion's Club. 

The Ontario Provincial Police are aware 
of recurrent and nightmarish scenes like 


those at Hyde Park, but they don't seem

Weich emigrated to Canada in 1951 and 
made a fortune in real estate, one of the 
books says. 

Police say they have known about period- 
ic cross burnings on Weich's 5-hectare (12- 
acre) property since the early 1980s but 
they have never been investigated at the 
local level. 

“We don't get complaints and you're not 

ing to get a story because there's nothing 
to tell," said Constable Roland Oliver of the 
OPP's London detachment.

Experts say old hab-

ONTREAL — [tall began 

what seemed to be an ur- 
gent phone call from a person 
claiming to be from the solicitor- 
general's office. 

Within minutes, a man and a 
woman made their way up to the of- 
fices of the World Anti-Fascist 
League (League  Anti-Fasciste 
Mondiale, or LAM) to have a chat 
with its president, Alain Dufour. 

Dufour says they came in, shut the 
door, seated themselves and then 
flashed their badges. They were

from the Canadian Security Intelli- 
gence Service (CSIS), Canada's ci- 
vilian spy agency. 

The agents were interested in 
LAM's research on right-wing 
groups, but wanted to talk specific- 
ally about political groups that 
could potentially resort to criminal 
activities. 


What began as formal contacts 
between the CSIS agents, Dufour 
and LAM vice-president and head 
of research, Nick Pouliot, grew into 
a series of informal meetings in 
busy restaurants, and finally a 
cloak-and-dagger meeting in а 
downtown hotel room last month. 


Clandestine meeting 








CSIS was not interested in recruit- 
ing the French-speaking Dufour, 
who is in charge of the overall run- 
ning of LAM, which was founded 
in 1989 by а Montreal street gang 
and eventually grew into an opera- 
tion employing 32 people and 600 
members. 

“I started getting scared when the 





uation changed,” says Pouliot, of 
s final rendezvous in a room at the 
Chateau Champlain, “I told them I 
was not interested in becoming an 








informant, but we should continue - 


to work over the board.” 


Funds ended 


Coincidentally, the government 
funding that LAM was getting 
ended at about this time. The group 
receives about $150,000 annually 
from both the federal and provin- 
cial government. LAM temporarily 
closed its doors last week, after 
Quebec’s ministry of cultural com- 
munities and immigration cut off 
grants totaling $60,000 because the 
group was unable to account for 
$7,000. 

The secret service agents appar- 
ently took this as the right time to 
zero in on Pouliot, who had been 
doing most of the intelligence gath- 
ering on right-wing groups through 








Dufour spurned CSIS' efforts to recruit them as spies. 


а network of informers within neo- 
Nazi groups, skinheads and other 
white supremacists. 


Pouliot, who speaks both English 
and French fluently, and is a walk- 
ing encyclopedia on racist groups, 
was definitely a potential double- 
agent. And when he turned upalone 
at one meeting, agents Marcel Fon- 
taine and Anik Tremblay popped 
the question, “Do you want to work 
for us?” 


Work easier 


“They kept telling me that it 
would make their work a lot easier 
if [could doit covertly and not as an 
executive of LAM,” recounts Poul- 
iot. "I told them I had to think about 
it and reported this to Alain (Duf- 
ош)” 

Pouliot says he has trouble under- 
standing why they would need this 
special arrangement, because “we 
were already sharing our informa- 








tion with the local and provincial 
police.” 

Last year, for instance, LAM 
tipped ‘off local police that the 
homes of two blacks were going to 
be firebombed. As a result, police 
thwarted the attack and made ar- 
rests. 

However, criminologist’ Jean- 
Paul Brodeur, director of the Mon- 
treal-based international centre for 
comparative criminology at the 
Université de Montreal, says that 
it’s not uncommon for agencies like 
CSIS to target individuals within 
organizations that do good analysis 
of security threats. 

Brodcur says that studies done on 
several national security "deep- 
cover" infiltrations show that “It's 
nice to have an informer inside a 
group like LAM, especially if you 
look at the way the RCMP (intelli- 
gence unit) operated between 1965 
and 1984." 

Asked why they would insist on 





paying for information they were 
getting free, Brodeur says there isa 
deeply ingrained professional cul- 
ture that places more importance on 
information from paid sources. 

But Reg Whittaker, who teaches 
political science at York university, 
has another explanation. 

ys, "Based on past experi- 
ence, there might be some rivalry 
between Quebec (provincial sec 
rity agencies) and the Feds, 1 
wouldn't be surprised if CSIS istry- 
ing to establish its own direct con- 
tacts. 

"Once you get into an arrange- 
ment where you are paid for infor- 
mation, it becomes a double game, 
and you can get trapped," says 
Whittaker, who is presently work 
ing on a book about “Canada and 
the Cold War in the 1940s to 505." 

He refers to the case of Claude 
Morin, a high-ranking member of 
the Parti Quebecois, whose credi- 
bility suffered recently when it was 
disclosed that he was a paid infor- 
mant for the RCMP security service 
(CSIS's precursor) in the 1970 cri- 
sis in that province. 


Lukewarm opposition 


Whittaker adds that, in addition, 
job prospects with the federal gov- 
emment could be affected. CSIS 
does the security checks for Ottawa 
and, obviously, a person's coopera- 
tion or lack of it would show up in 
the agencies’ records. 

He says that with the end of the 
cold war, CSIS has to look for other 
justifications for its existence and is 
now focusing on the rise of right- 
wing extremism. He says, “As far 
as terrorism is concerned, there's 
just as much coming from the right 
as from the left, and CSIS is waking 
upto it." 

Anti-racism groups like the Cana- 
dian Jewish Congress and the B'nai 
Brith refuse to say if they work 
closely with CSIS, but stress the 
importance of working together.

600 anti-racist protesters battle police 


Rock-throwing

standoff at the Centretown Boys and Girls Club on Ne- 

pean Street. 

The Toronto-based Heritage Front had organized a 
concert at the club, which they ealled Rock for Ra 
ism, in an attempt to recruit members. 

Front leaders say they are fighting “a racial holy 
маг" to give whites their own homeland, free of all mi- 
norities. The group, led by Wolfgang Droei 
nounced last month that it had set up an Ottaw: 
ter, in hopes of attracting alienated youth 

About 600 protesters began their rally at Minto 
Park at about 6:30 p.m. and marched to the Boys and 
Girls club. Police barricaded the area around the 
building with several squad cars in an attempt to keep 
the crowd away from the club, and initially kept the 
demonstrators at bay. But police gave ground and the 
crowd surged towards the entrance 

Police led the beseiged supremacist group out of 
the club at about 10:40, after the bulk of the protesters 
had dispersed, leaving about 100 near the club. 

‘After the Front members were taken out of the 
club, protesters circled around onto Bronson and 
tried to follow the group. 

At Cooper and Bronson, protesters clashed again 
with police. One protester pushed or shoved an offi- 
cer, who then came after him. The office was accident- 
ly sprayed in the face with pepper spray by an officer 
on the Ottawa canine unit who was trying to subdue 
the protester. 

Police arrested the protester and put him in a 
squad car, 

‘The officer was in visible pain from the pepper 
spray as he doubled over and grabbed his eyes. 

Protesters continued to cruise the streets in search 
of Front members, Police continued to have a hard 
time corralling the scattered remnants of the crowd. 

Police in riot gear moved up Bank Street keeping 
the two sides apart as they exchanged taunts and curs-

Tim Simboli, director of pro- 
grams for the Boys and Girls Club, 
said he was not aware that the 
building had been leased to the 
white supremacist group. 

“I just got called from watching 
the hockey game. I didn’t know 
this was going on. This is totally 
unexpected.” He had one staffer 
inside the club. He was escorted 
inside by police to talk to the 
suprmacists. 

Among the protesters were 
members of Ottawa's Anti-Racist 
Action Youth Group, the Ottawa 


District Labor Council, Skinheads 
Against Racial Prejudice, and the 
International Socialists. Protest- 
ers came from Toronto, as did 
about a dozen members of the 
Trotskyist League of Canada. 

At times, protesters argued 
loudly among themselves about 
whether to confront the white su- 
premacists. 

A protest organizer who asked 
the crowd to disperse was called

Weekend concert aimed at white youth, Heritage Front leader says

TORONTO — Inside the North To- 
ronto bar, it looked like a normal 
rock and roll concert, except there 
were only about 70 screaming fans in 
а place that could hold 200. 

Outside, police cars and vans were 
patrolling because of the concert’s 
controversial organizers. The event 
was really a recruiting drive for the 
white supremacist group Heritage 
Front, which claims to have nearly 
700 members. 

"Young people are attracted to 
music and a lot of the white youth 
feel alienated by rap music because 
they can't identify with the lyrics," 
said Wolfgang Droege, the Front's 
leader. “We promote a form of rock 
music where the lyrics delve into 
some of the problems we have today, 
and promotes white pride, " 

The majority of those at the con- 
cert were males who appeared to be 
between the ages of 18 and 25, al- 
ihough some may have been as 
young as 15. 

Singers replaced the lyrics of some 
well-known rock songs with racist 
commentary. There was a big reac- 
tion to songs by the group Aryan that 
called blacks “thieves” and “rap- 
ists,” and people chanted “Sieg Heil” 
and gave Nazi-style salutes to the 
band. 

A number of people wore T-shirts 
supporting the Church of the Crea- 
tor, a right-wing group that advo- 
cates violence, using the term "racial 
holy war" to describe its aims. Other 
people wore shirts bearing the name 


| ofthe Confederate Knights of the Ku 


Klux Klan, 

The Front's recruitment drive has 
targeted young people in Kitchener, 
Ottawa, and Toronto in the past few 
weeks. A similar concert in Ottawa 
on May 29 turned violent when anti- 
racist protesters confronted the 
group. Another Heritage Front con- 
cert is scheduled for this week in 
Kitchener, after a recruitment visit to 
the city last week. 

“I think a lot of people go without 
knowing who is sponsoring the con- 
cert or what it is about," said Irving 
Abella, president of the Canadian 
Jewish Congress. 

"People should know that these 
concerts are not about music, they 
are for the purposes of hate. It is im- 


portant for people to be told of what ^ 


happens atthese concerts before they 
go." 

Mr. Abella said that when anti- 
racist groups hear of the recruitment 
meetings and rock concerts, they 
should protest — but keep their dem- 
onstrations peaceful. He said the an-

ti-racism protest at the Ottawa con- 
cert was “not particularly effective” 
because it led to the violent con- 
frontation. 

Ontario is the prime area of mem- 
bership for the Front, Mr. Droege 
said, adding that most members are 
from Toronto, Hamilton, Ottawa, 
Kitchener-Waterloo or London. 

‘The reason more young people are 
joining the group is because they feel 
dissatisfied with what they perceive 
to be affirmative action in hiring 
practices, he said.

views,” he said. “The disagreement 
is because their parents have not had 
to attend integrated schools or com- 
pete for jobs that are given to non- 
whites.” 

But Mr. Abella thinks the Front is 
only recruiting people who are not 
old enough to make responsible deci- 
sions. 

“Young people are susceptible,” 
he said. “They are usually unem- 
ployed and rootless, but they are 
clearly the future for these groups.”

The security chief of the racist Church 
of the Creator was arrested yesterday 
after a 22-year-old man was kidnapped,

The terrified victim, himself a member 
of the racist Heritage Front, is in hiding 
under police protection. 

The man was taken on a three-hour ride 
of terror because his assailants believed 
he had stolen the group’s computer, com- 


plete with mailing lists and correspond- 
ence. 


Also arrested in the midnight raid by 
heavily-armed Metro Police Emergency 
Task Force members were two other 
members of the group's security force. 

A man told police he had been kid- 
napped Tuesday morning in the east end, 
handcuffed and tied, thrown on top of a 
sleeping bag in the back of a white van 
and driven around the city. 

During the drive, the victim had a plas- 
tic bag put over his head, was beaten and 
threatened with death. 


Poisonous fluid 


The victim, whom police refuse to iden- 
tify, said his assailants threatened to 
inject him with a poisonous cleaning 
fluid. 

Beaten, bleeding and disoriented, he 
was dropped off by his abductors at St. 
Michael's Hospital. 

Police surrounded a four-bedroom Wil- 
lowdale bungalow, home to six members 
of the Church of the Creator — including 
its leader George Burdi and the three 
accused.

A frenzied mob of more than 
200 anti-racist demonstrators 
rampaged in east end Toronto 
last night, vandalizing the home 
of a well-known white suprema- 
cist as police watched. 

None of the screaming dem- 
onstrators was arrested after 
smoke bombs, rocks, paint, hu- 
man excrement and even a 
child’s bicycle were thrown 
through the windows of the 
Bertmount Aye. home of Gary 
Schipper. 

Schipper, who operates the 
Heritage Front Hotline, a white 
supremacist telephone informa- 
tion line, appeared shaken when 
he arrived at his rented house, 
south of Dundas St. E., east of 
Carlaw Ave., only moments after 
the throng left. 

Demonstrators said he had 
been singled out because he is a 
“Nazi hatemonger.” The Heri- 
tage Front Hotline has been the 
target of complaints to the On- 
tario Human Rights Commission 
over the past several years. 

“This doesn’t surprise me,” 
Schipper said as he grimly sur- 
veyed the smashed glass and 
reed pink paint on his front

The demonstration was orga- 
nized by Anti-Racist Action, an 
umbrella group of grn lesbi- 
ans, anarchists and the far left. 

They massed in a downtown 
park, then hopped on to street- 
cars to Queen St. E. and Jones 
Ave., where they reassembled in 
another park for the three-block 
march to Schipper’s home. 

Demonstrators handed out 
leaflets, accusing Schipper of 
promoting racism and hatred, to 
startled residents along the 
route. Many carried photos of 
Schipper’s on sticks. Others 
stuck the photos into lawns and 
set them ablaze.

Within living memory of the holocaust, in which millions died 
at thè hands of the Nazis, fascism is once again rearing its 
ugly head. In Germany and across Europe, neo-nazis are 
trying to build a mass movement through a murderous 
campaign of racism and anti-immigrant bigotry. And in 
Canada, small groups of fascist scum like the Heritage Front 
(HF) are trying to mimic the successes of their cronies in 
Europe. 





But the growth of fascism is not inevitable. In Europe, 
hundreds of thousands have demonstrated against nazi fire- 
bombings and other attacks. In Canada, demonstrations by 
hundreds in Ottawa and Toronto and by three thousand in 
Vancouver last January show the potential to build a broad- 
based united front against the fascists. 


While fascist groups in Canada are growing more confident, 
they are still weak. Daspite their best efforts, they are 
unable to turn out more than a few dozen to their rallies and 
marches, But this doesn’t mean that we can accept the 
strategy of liberals who think cops, courts and mainstream. 
politicians will stop racism. 


It is these same mainstream parties that create the 
conditions in which fascism can grow — by slashing jobs, 
wages and social services to make working people pay for the 
bosses’ recession and by senpegoating immigrants and people 
of colour. And as anti-racist demonstrators have learned 
time and again, the cops always protect the nazis and usually 
end up viciously attacking anti-racists, This is right in 
keeping with the long history of racist shootings and 
harassment by cops from L.A. to Oka to Toronto. 


Shut the Nazis Down 


To stop the nazis from growing we have to build a movement 
strong enough to smash their marches and shut down their 
public events, Demonstrators in Vancouver in January and 
jn Ottawa last month showed it is possible to build militant 
actions involving the labour movement, blacks, immigrants, 
native people, lesbians and gays, women's organizations and 
the left. Only this kind of united front can physically stop the 
neo-nazis, even when the cops protect them. 


It was exactly this tactic that smashed the fascist National 
Front in Britain in the late 70s. When the NF tried to march 
through the largely immigrant neighborhood of Lewisham, 
the Socialist Worker's Party (sister organization to the 
International Socialists) built a counter demonstration of 
5,000, including thousands of local black and white youth, 
trade unionists, socialists and anti-racists. With these 
numbers, the anti-fascists were able to smash through the 
police riot squads to break up the nazi march. This victory, 


together with the launch of the Anti-Nazi League, dealt 
British fascism a political defeat from which it has yet to 
recover. 


Building a United Front 


This kind of united front can stop the neo-nazis in Canada. 
But there are no short cuts to building an anti-racist 
movement capable of mass mobilization. Small groups of 
militants will not stop the Heritage Front through petty 
confrontations with the cops or the fascists. Individual 
heroics can't overcome the cops and won't demoralize the 
nazis. Moreover, this tactic can end up giving the fascists a 
focus, and the failure to mobilize large numbers of anti- 
racists can increase the nazis’ confidence. 


In Toronto there is the potential for a much broader and 
stronger anti-racist fightback. When the Metro police 
viciously attacked the Anti Racist Action (ARA) demo last 
January, representatives of black and anti-racist groups, 
women’s organizations and the union movement publicly 
supported ARA and denounced the cops. But ARA has failed 
to consolidate this support and build a sustainable mass 
fightback. 


Instead, ARA has focussed on isolated street mobilizations 
against the fascists. Such actions by small groups of 
militants, however well intended, cannot stop the Heritage 
Front. Instead, we need to isolate and defeat the HF 
politically by mobilizing in the thousands to shut them down. 


This means building a broad anti-racist coalition that focuses 
on activism and mass mobilization. It means exposing the 
Heritage Front as a Nazi Front. It means taking on the 
systemic racism that creates the conditions in which the 
nazis grow — from racist police violence to the backlash 
against immigrants, native people and francophones. And it 
means building concrete links with groups who have a direct 
interest in fighting racism and bigotry — immigrants and 


people of colour, native people, trade

unions, women’s groups, lesbian and 
кау organizations and students.

The Hateline is the Front's main propaganda tool and it is 
used to launch attacks on the Black, Asian, Native and Jewish communities, lesbians and 
gay men, immigrants and refugees, feminists and anti-racists. Schipper can regularly be 
heard cheering on murderous neo-Nazi thugs in Germany, South Africa and the U.S.A. 

The Hateline has operated in Toronto for 2 years. Toronto fascists use the Hateline as 
a major recruiting and organizing tool, particularly among youth. It advertises Heritage 
Front meetings and other neo-Nazi events around southern Ontario, and is currently under 
investigation by the Canadian Human Rights Commission for spreading hate. (Watch for 
the Commission hearings in September.) 

But in the meantime, and no matter what the courts say, we must prevent fascism 
from taking root in this country, and x now before it's lo late. Join us in taking a stand 
for our vision of a diverse and healthy society.

Anti-Racist Action marched through the South Riverdale community on 
Friday, June 11 to expose, oppose and confront a violent white supremacist 
centre of organizing activity in that area. The demonstration targeted a 
residence where Gary Schipper writes and recordes the vile messages of the 
Heritage Front Hateline. 

From 97 Bertmount St., Schipper preached fascist intolerance and 
constantly recorded openly violent racist, anti-semitic and homophobic 
messages. The Hateline is also used as a promotion and recruitment tool for 
the Heritage Front and paramilitary organization Church of the Creator, groups 
that have a long record of hatemongering, violence and intimidation. 

Not surprisingly, most of Gary Schipper's neighbours were shocked and 
outraged to discover that neo-nazi organizing was going on in their backyards. 
Anti-Racist Action supporters who went door to door explaining our presence 
met with overwhelming support from area residents. 

Toronto's East End has long been the home of various white supremacist 
groups trying to gain a foothold in a working-class area and threatening the 
safety of many new Canadians who come to this neighbourhood, as well as 
Canadians of colour, Jewish, disabled, lesbian, gay and anti-racist members of 
this community. 

Anti-Racist Action joins with the South Riverdale residents in hoping that 
their community will soon be free of white supremacist activity, because 
organizing for "race war" and promoting Hitler's "final solution" is the ultimate 
breach of peace. We apologize to the community for any concern that may 
have been caused by the controlled anger that Heritage Front attacks 
provoked from protestors. We offer reassurance that absolutely no one was 
injured and no damage was caused anywhere else during the demonstration.

We would rather see people and their communities defend themselves rather 
than cowering in fear and silence as a result of fascist imtimidation. 

Anti-Racist Action uses the power of numbers to stand up for a vision of 
a diverse and healthy society where hate cannot flourish. We are a youth- 
oriented movement united by the need for street-level protest against Nazi 
attacks as well as the need for action and education to prevent recruiting of 
young whites into racist groups. 

History has shown that an effective method of protest is direct action 
using the power of numbers. Fascism will not disappear by wishing it away. 
The Riverdale community, through such protests in the 1980's, was able to stop 
the growth of local fascism at that time. But in the late 80's and early 90's, the 
fascists have regrouped and are now escalating their use of terror tactics. The 
current rise of fascism in other countries such as Germany has not been 
prevented even by strong laws against it. The police and the courts in Canada 
sometimes slow down white supremacist activity, but they are not the only 
avenue for defeating fascism - particularly when members of neo-nazi groups 
are employed by the military and police forces. 

Anti-Racist Action remain committed to taking an active stand against 
racist, fascist and white supremacist organizing in Toronto and in other Ontario 
towns and cities. We are a single group in a broad anti-racist movement and 
we support all efforts and strategies to say NO TO NAZIS, whenever and 
wherever they appear.

“The incident occurred after a verbal 
exchange between the two men," said Doyle. 

“Muthulingam was then attacked with a beer 
bottle," Doyle said. 


Doyle said several people watched the attack, 
but did nothing to stop it. 

The male culprit's white, between 5-foot-5 and 
5-foot-9 and weighs about 160 pounds. 

His female companion is white, about 30, five- 
foot-5 to five-foot-8, weighs about 210 pounds 
with shoulder-length blonde hair and was last 
seen wearing a white shirt and light coloured 
Spandex pants.

“I certainly don't condone vio- 
lence no matter who is perpetrating 
it," Councillor Bev Salmon said. 

"[tisn't the solution and all it leads 
to is injuries and people being 
charged with criminal offences.” 

The latest violent confrontation 
erupted Friday evening after some of 
about 200 Anti-Racist Action pro- 
testers smashed windows and hurled 
paint at the home of a member of a 
white-supremacist group, the Heri- 
tage Front. 


Later, about 75 people from the 
ARA and Heritage Front met at the 
intersection of College and Bathurst 
streets and battled with bottles, pipes 
and baseball bats, 

The confrontation is the second in 
recent weeks between the Heritage 
Front and anti-racist groups. On 
May 29, Heritage Front members 
were attacked by anti-racist group 
members after a Front recruiting 
concert in Ottawa. 

The clashes present a problem for 
other anti-racist groups who advo- 
cate more peaceful solutions. 

“While I can understand why 
these young people feel frustrated at 
police inaction, violence is only 
coupterproductive,” said Bernie 
Farber, spokesman for the Canadian 
Jewish Congress.

He was remanded in custody until 
his bail hearing on Thursday.

Yesterday, the vice-chairman of 
the Toronto Mayor's Committee on 
Community and Race Relations, 
condemned the confrontation and 
all acts of violence perpetrated in the 
name of anti-racist protest. 

Sri-Guggan Sri-Skanda-Rajah said 
that “genuine anti-racist organiza- 
tions believe in, and practice, non-vi- 
olent protest.” He added that “the vi- 
olence of white supremist neo-Nazi 
groups cannot and should not be met 
by counter-violence of any purported 
anti-racist organization.” 

He said people committing acts of 
violence and vandalism in the name 
of either racism or anti-racism 
should be prosecuted. 

Some people have criticized the 
Metro police for not having enough 
police officers present to stop the 
vandalism of Mr. Schipper’s house.

Hate crime on rise

The recent growth in violent 
hate crimes means Metro resi- 
dents should brace for a long, 
hot summer, say anti-racist ac- 
tivists and police. 

"There's no doubt that there's 
an increase in race-related ag- 
gressive crime and more so 
the last two months," Bernie 
Farber, a top official with the 
Canadian Jewish Congress, said 
yesterday. 

“You don't have to be a statis- 
tician to see that there has been 
an alarming increase in racist 
behavior.” 

Police are expected to release 
a report to the Metro Police Ser- 
vices Board early next month 
showing about 70 crimes related 
to race, nationality, religion or 
sexual oon ve been re- 

rted since . 
резене Sergeant Chuck 
Konkel, a hate eine specialist 
with the force, said the statistics 
were first collected this year. 

But he agrees with Farber that 
the number of hate-related 
crimes in Metro is on the rise. 

Detective Dan Dunlop, head of 
Ottawa's bias crime unit, said

there have been more than 80 
hate-related crimes reported in 
that city since January. 

“But I believe that bias crime 
is under-reported,” Dunlop said. 
“And it will be until it is brought 
to the forefront and taken more 
seriously, much like sexual as- 
sault was 10 years ago.” 

In just the first two weeks of 
June, there have been several 
major incidents, including:

Anti-racist group shows signs 


of rift over escalatin

But Friday night’s vigilante- 
style attack has come under fire 
from some ARA members and 


others who fear that such tactics 
will provoke further violence in a 
conflict that has begun to degen- 
erate into a gang-style war be- 
tween anti-racist teen-agers and 
white-power skinheads. 

, In some quarters, the mood is 
one of despair and defeat rather 
than celebration. Some ARA 
sympathizers say that what was 
the fastest-growing youth group 
in Toronto, regularly drawing up 
to 500 people to anti-racism 
gatherings, might have made a 
tactical error.

“We're making them [supremac- 
ists] more militant — we trashed 
their house,” says ARA member Zev 
Tiefmach, 15. "Who's to say that a 
group of Nazis won't come to my 
house and set it on fire?" 2 

Linda Lamberg-Pelly, 4 teacher at 
Oakwood Collegiate Institute and a 
long-time anti-racism activist, says 
she felt VERRE my heart just 
sank. I felt that I was witnessing the 
demise of a movement which could 
have captured the hearts and minds 
of youth in a very positive way. " 

Last year Ms; Lamberg-Pelly in- 


vited ARA tatives to speak 
at her school. But after attending Fri- 
day's rally and watching a peaceful 


demonstration turn to stone-throw- 
ing, she wonders whether that will 
ever happen again. 

Formed less than a year ago, ARA 
has attracted seasoned activists from 
feminist, labour and патты 
groups, as well aš a growing num! 
of heel school- and university-age 
young people who have not previ- 
ously been politically active. 

The group formed last fall to dem- 
onstrate outside a courthouse where 
members of the Heritage Front were 
facing charges that their hotline in- 
cited hatred against racial minorities. 

During the past year, ARA has 
sought to counter aggressive high- 
school recruitment drives by supre- 
macist groups such as the Heritage 
Front, the Church of the Creator and 
the Ku Klux Klan. Relations are so 
tense that ARA organizers such as 
Sally and Ian use pseudonyms. 

АКА” tactics are direct, its image 
militant — and, as Sally says, “hip.” 
Organizers say they are fighting 
white supremacists on the streets in 
the only language the supremacists 
understand: that of physical intim- 
idation and power. They fight racism 
by portraying its adherents as “los- 
ers," “Nazi-posers” and “bone- 
heads.” 

In January, when the Heritage 
Front put flyers in every locker at 
Riverdale High School, ARA mobi- 
lized 300 students to tell the Front it 
wasn’t wanted. Last November 200 
ARA members surrounded a bar and 
forced the cancellation of a white-su- 

remacist rock concert; as skinheads 
eft the bar with police escorts, dem- 
onstrators pelted them with eggs. 

Members say they are attracted to 


ARA because it provides instant 
gratification. “We get things accom- 
plished,” says 17-year-old Jono Ne- 
methy. “You go down to a demon- 
stration and the racist scumbags are 
just, like, totally intimidated by us 
and they run off. There's a lot of per- 
sonal satisfaction in that. If they 
don’t run off at least we really irritate 
them. We're a thorn in their side.” 

Zev says mote conventional taċ- 
tics, such as government lobbying 
and court battles, take too long for 
people his age. He pointed to the 
case of Mr. Zundel, who was ac- 
quitted in 1992 of disseminating hate 
literature, 

"Zundel bounced around in the 
courts for nine years to find out he 
was innocent,” Zev says. “Nine 
years — that’s a long time. That's 
more than half my life.” 

ARA began fighting with words 
and numbers, but quickly progressed 
to eggs, then stones, then fists, bot- 
tles and pipes. When police found 
three guns in a recent raid on a home 
belonging to members of the Church 
of the Creator, many began to worry 
about the next stage of this conflict. 

summer ARA won a territo- 
rial war over two downtown bars. 
White supremacists and ARA mem- 
bers show up at each other's events 
to disrupt and photograph partici- 
pants. They follow each other home 
and around the city. They try to 
break each other's answering-ma- 
chine codes and they get themselves 
оп cach other's phone lists to gain in- 
formation about forthcoming events. 

ARA organizes self-defence 
courses. Its members report repeated 
phone harassment. Some, like Jono, 
an ARA photographer whose hand 
bears a razor-blade scar, have been 
attacked on their way home from 
ARA events. “I’m always running 
around with a big telephoto lens so 
I'ma pretty visible part of ARA,” he 
says. 

According to Ian, some members 
of ARA also engage in street vio- 
lence. “Any time you fight a Nazi it's 
in- self-defence because they are 
about destruction and genocide,” he 
says. “Our philosophy is zero toler- 
ance for Nazis — whether it's 30 
guys going into a bar looking to beat 
people up or one guy on the street 
wearing a Heritage Front hat. " 

Explaining Friday night's clash at 
a College Street bar after the Schip- 
per house attack, Sally adds: “When 


a guy comes at you with a baseball 
bat, you don’t try to change his 
views.” 

Zev says he got caught up in the 
“mob mentality" of Friday's rally, 
but says it now frightens him. “My 
initial reaction was 'He's a Nazi, he's 
scum, let's kill him.’ I was flying, I 
felt like I was on top of the world. It's 
cheaper than heroin.” 

Now he's contemplating dropping 
out of ARA, “We were thinking like 
the fascists do, being violent just be- 
cause of who they are. I don't want 
to think like them.” 

For Zev, fighting back stops short 
of breaking windows in an unpro- 
voked attack, something he didn't 
know was going to take place at the 
rally. He says he thought they were 
there only to expose the Heritage 
Front's centre of operation to the 
neighbours. 

“It took a step in the direction 
ARA is going to be going and I don't 
know if I want to be going in that di- 
rection.” 

Sally disagrees. She says white su- 
premacists prey on the vulnerable 
and feed off people's fear. Whenever 
they take а loss, she says, their ability 
to intimidate is diminished. 

“ARA has been able to shatter 
their image of indestructibility and 
ferocity. We caught them off guard, 
we exposed their weakness.” 

The real escalation of violence, 
she says, is from increasingly bold 
white ‘supremacists. She cited the 
beating of a Tamil man in a Toronto 
restaurant last week, and ofa Jewish 
shop owner in Kitchener, Ont., two 
weeks ago. 

But Ms. Lamberg-Pelly warns that 
violence could undermine the fight 
against racism. She cites an ARA 
chant that goes: "What do you do 
when the Nazis come? Act up! Act 
out!” 

“That's exactly what they were 
doing,” she says. “Some people are 
using an extremely important 
movement for their own needs to act 
out aggressively.” 

Tan rejects the criticisms, saying 
ARA takes anger that comes from 
white-supremacist campaigns and 
directs it to a constructive cause. 

“We are providing a forum for 
peopleto vent their anger,” he says. 

“Some of these people would get 
into fights anyway. Better they get 
into a fight with a Nazi than with 
some frat boy ina bar.” 


The quiet dignity 


Freedom of speech probably means something 
quite different to Sivarajah Vinasithamby. 

In his case, in order to facilitate freedom of 
speech, a friend has to manoeuvre the hospital 
bed in which he lies, rearrange the pillows around 
his head, and gently cup a hand beneath his chin 
so that he can turn to face a visitor. 

Even then, Vinasithamby can only speak halt- 
ingly, gasping for breath between each word. His 
chest heaves with the effort of it, his eyelids flut- 
ter, and his right hand paws at the bed linen. His 
left hand, his entire left side, is still сопу letely 
Шу from blood clotting on the right side of 

15 brain. 

“I don't know why they did this to me,” he whis- 
pers. “I don’t understand. I 
thought Canada was a safe f~ E 

lace. That is why I came à 

ere. To give my children a i 
better life.” 

Vinasithamby is a Tamil. 
He is 41 years old, a mar- 
ried man, father of three. In 
the northern Sri Lankan 
village that he left two 
years ago, he taught hij 
School mathematics while 
studying to complete a uni- 
versity degree in science. His wife has a bachelor 
of economics degree. 

But her ere now refugee claimants in Canada, 
having left their homeland, they say, to escape vio- 
lence and persecution at the hands of the national 
army. 

It took Vinasithamby a year to find employment 
of any kind and he was glad for the job he finally 
secured as a dishwasher in a Bloor St. restaurant.

Ten days ago, at the end of his shift at the res- 
iurant, Vinasithamby was attacked by three men 
, whom he had never seen before.

There was nobody left except me 
and my boss. He was inside counting the money. 

“1 saw these men on the sidewalk, watching me.

Police would later descri 
cious, unprovoked and racially motivated. A 19- 
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year-old skinhead — linked to the white suprema- 
cist Heritage Front and Church of the Creator — 
was subsequently charged with aggravated assault 
and denied bail. 

“Тат proud of my achievements and proud of 
my ET the teenager told the court at his bail 
hearing. “I don't hold extreme racial views. 1 am 
proud of my race." 

In spite of his pain and his confusion, Vinasi- 
thamby is a proud man, too. Proud enough that he 
still clings to the belief that his attackers were af- 
ter the money, not the dark-skinned stranger who 





of a Tamil beaten by racists 
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was just putting out the trash. 

In recent days, since waking up and becoming 
more alert, his friends and relatives have come to 
tell him of other news: another Tamil who died af- 
ter being punched and smashed over the head, 
probably with a beer bottle, on Bleecker St. last 
week. Homicide detectives say robbery may have 
been the motive in that slaying, since they dave 
found no indication of racial overtones to the at- 


tack, though the possibility has not been ruled out. 


He has heard, too, about the confrontation last 
weekend between white supremacists and a mob 
of self-proclaimed anti-racist demonstrators; 
about Sikh students set upon by a group of school- 
children in Stoney Creek; about the anger and 
fear which has gripped Metro's Tamil community. 

“I don't know. . . I don't know,” says Vinasi- 
thamby, growing visibly ea “At first I 
thought, robbery. Then I thought maybe it was ra- 
cially motivated. I don't know what to think any 
more." 

A friend, standing at the foot of the bed, inter- 
rupts. 

“You don't understand,” he argues. "You don't 
understand what it's like for us, for him. If he says 
that this attack was racially motivated, they'll 
come back and finish him off. Look at the injuries 
— this was a professional beating. They knew 
what they were doing. They knew where to hit 
him. All the injuries are inside, where you can't 
see them. 

"This is what we're all afraid of, everybody in 
the Tamil community. We're afraid of what these 
people. the Heritage Front, will do to our children. 

'e're afraid of what they will do if we complain to

up. You just don’t hear about it most of the time.” 

Vinasithamby listens to the debate, his eyes 

closed. When he speaks again, it is not about the 
attack or the hatred or the fear. He talks, instead, 
about his decision to immigrate to Canada — a de- 
pon he doesn't regret — and his plans for the fu- 





“I want to teach English to other Tamils. That's 
what I have been studying for. That's why I've 
been going to school in the morning, even after 
working till late at night in the restaurant.”

"T intend to be there.” 
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Brutal beating sparks show of love 


Until about 10 days ago, the Tasty Restaurant on 
| Bloor St. W. was known for the best oatmeal muffins 
| in town and one of the world’s great natural 
| waitresses, Sheila Hansen, the kind who has to take 
your order once before remembering it forever. 

All that changed in the early hours of last Sunday, 
when one of the Tasty’s employees, a dishwasher 
named Sivarajah (Roger) Nivasithamby, was cruelly 
beaten into a coma in an alley behind the restaurant 
by a young skinhead. 

It was, Metro Police say, a racial attack. ` 

The skinhead, it’s believed, had spent most of the 
evening at a Finch Ave. W. bar, listening to the 
trash spewed out by two racist rock bands, RaHoWa 
(short for Racial Holy War) and Aryan. 

The Sun's Bill Dunphy, who has become a 
reluctant expert on this stuff as a function of his job, 
was at this concert. It began with “Heil Hitler” 
salutes, Dunphy says, and of all the terrible songs, 
he remembers best one called “It’s Coon-Hunting 
Time" and the parody of a Nancy Sinatra hit, its 
chorus rewritten to conclude, “Опе of these days 
these boots are going to stomp all over Jews.” 

Hours after the hatefest ended, Roger 
Nivasithamby and Dimitri Grigorakis were closing 
up the Tasty, Grigorakis at the cash, Nivasithamby 
mopping the floors, two improbably well-educated 
restaurant workers — Nivasithamby is a former 
teacher, and Grigorakis has a master's in business 
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from Iona College in New York. 

Both are immigrants to Canada, Grigorakis from 
Greece via the United States, Nivasithamby from Sri 
Lanka, where, as a Tamil, he was caught up in a 
centuries-old fight between the Tamils and majority 
Sinhalese, a conflict that periodically turns into 
full-blown war before burning itself out for a time. 

Grigorakis’s in-laws own the Tasty, and he speaks 
perfect English where Nivasithamby’s is halting, but 
they have much in common. 

Both have children — Grigorakis two toddlers, 
Nivasithamby three youngsters. They fretted about 
issues that never face native-born Canadians so 
directly, how to teach your kids to love the new 
country and respect your heritage, without, as 
Grigorakis says, “screwing them up as young 
adults.” 

These philosophical discussions were but moments 
squeezed into hours of work. Nivasithamby loves to 
work, says Grigorakis; what kind doesn’t matter. 


After Nivasithamby was taken to hospital, where, 
paralyzed on his left side, he remains, Grigorakis 
and Hansen feared for his family’s welfare. 

Hansen, who is 30, from the small Quebec town of 
Maniwaki, went to the local bank, and with the help 
of a customer who is an area manager, set up a 
formal trust fund. As of yesterday, the fund was 
$3,980.45 strong — all from staff and customers. 

Grigorakis, 38, from the small Greek town of 
Gythion, handled the Worker’s Compensation Board ; 
end, where, with sympathy and no red tape, he 4 
arranged for Nivasithamby to get compensation. 

“By the way people are responding to what's 
happened," Grigorakis says, “it’s obvious that no 
one likes racism. The envelopes with little notes and 
money, from people whose names I don’t know...” 

In the Tasty, he sees “Koreans and Russians, 
Greeks and Spaniards, Kenyans, with everyone 
drinking together." It's why he came to Canada. 

When that young skinhead put his boots to the 
head of the gentle, 41-year-old dishwasher, he might 
have provided us with an object lesson in hate. 

What has resulted instead, because of Hansen and 
Grigorakis and their customers, is a short course in 
hope — and a glimpse, just a glimpse, of the city 
and country we can build.

Racial violence concerns coalition

TORONTO — Governments at all 
levels are dragging their feet in com- 
bating an increase in racially moti- 
vated violence, a coalition of human- 
rights groups said at a news confer- 
ence yesterday. 

Their views are shared by the On- 
tario Human Rights Commission, 
which is concerned about recent ra- 


| cially motivated attacks in several 


Ontario centres and the escalation of 
violence between anti-racist pro- 
testers and hate groups in Ottawa 
two weeks ago and in Toronto over 
the weekend. 

, “We have written to the Minister 
of Citizenship [Elaine Ziemba] urg- 
ing her to spearhead a joint response 
and a co-ordinated strategy by all 
levels of government to deal with 
this issue,” the commission's acting 
chief commissioner, Alok Mukher- 
jee, told the news conference at 
Queen's Park. He also asked for 
stricter enforcement of anti-hate 
laws by the Ministry of the Attorney- 
General. 

“Legislation is available to res- 

а to racism but it needs to be en- 
forced,” said Antoni Shelton, exec- 
utive director of the Urban Alliance 


on Race Relations. But enforcement, 
he said, is only reactive and he urged 
that Premier Bob Rae, Metro Chair- 
man Alan Tonks and Toronto Mayor 
June Rowlands co-operate to de- 
velop a public education program to 
combat racist attitudes. 

Rochelle Wilner, Ontario chair- 
woman of the League for Human 
Rights of B'Nai Brith Canada, called 
for revisions in the Ontario Human 
Rights Code that would outlaw rac- 
istsigns and symbols. She also called 
for provisions in the code that would 
stop the planned activities of hate 
groups and provide for greater penal- 
ties for those who are guilty of hate

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crimes. 4 

Mark Sandler, senior counsel for 
the league, said in a telephone inter- 
view that the organization also 
wants changes to the Criminal Code 
that would provide stiffer penalties 
for property and personal-injury 
crimes that are proved to be racially 
motivated. 

Ms. Wilner said the sluggish econ- 
omy was a contributing factor to the 
increased racial tension. "I have my 
own concerns that the lack of jobs 
this summer will create a lot of free 
time." And people who are suffering 
because of the economy are looking 
for scapegoats, she said.

ANTI-RACIST ACTION (ARA) AND THE NEO-NAZIS 


I have engaged in a lifetime of political activity based upon the principles of 
social justice and non-violence. Having said that, I want to go on record in 
support of the work of Anti-Racist Action (ARA), notwithstanding the events 
of June 11, 1993, where minor acts of violence against property occurred at an 
ARA sponsored action of confrontation with the neo-Nazi Heritage Front. 


I wonder if those who have condemned ARA, some going as far as to equate 
it with the hate groups themselves, are aware of the successful efforts of the 
ARA leadership to contain and limit the outpouring of frustrated anger that 
spilled over during that rally. But more importantly, I wonder if lessons of 


history are being forgotten and the danger of the neo-Nazi movement is 
being underestimated. 


Toronto's resurgent hate groups, particularly the Heritage Front and the 
Church of the Creator, advocate racial purity and a "holy war" against racial 
integration. The greatest single criminal event of the Twentieth Century, the 
Nazi holocaust, was a practical implementation of these principles. Although 
they are clever enough not use the term, what Wolfgang Droege, Ernst 
Zundel, Gary Schipper and their ilk are advocating is nothing less than Nazi 
style genocide. Their work takes them far beyond mere advocacy. A series of 
unprovoked incidents of racial violence against non-whites, including the 
savage beating of a Tamil refugee, have been carried out by alienated white 
youths after leaving hate-spewing rock music events sponsored by the hate 
groups. 


How much longer, in the name of "civil liberties," can we allow this to go 
on? Why can we have effective enforceable laws on the books against shop- 
lifting but not against the crime of organized hate inspired violence? 


The reason that the young and militant ARA activists have adopted a strategy 
of direct confrontation with the hate groups is that they have seen 
government, police, and the courts acting as if they are virtually powerless to 
do anything to stop fascists from organizing in their communities. My god, it 
took nine years of painful litigation to reach the conclusion that Ernst Zundel 
has the "right" to turn his Carlton Street residence to a world-wide centre for 
the distribution of hateful Nazi Propaganda. How would you react if 
Hermann (?) Goebbels was living and carrying out his mission in your 
neighbourhood? 
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Those who ignore history are condemned to repeat it. In Germany in the 
nineteen thirties Hitler and his Brown Shirts (Nazis) were dismissed by 
German authorities as clowns and buffoons. By the time they were taken 
seriously, they were close to power. Those who argue that taking the hate 
groups seriously only serves to give them undue publicity ignore a similar 
potential for the dramatic growth of organized fascism in Canada today. 


Today's neo-fascists are seldom to be found wearing white robes or jackboots. 
They refrain from making public statements that that would put them in 
violation of hate laws. What they do have in common with their Nazi 
forebearers, whom they brazenly idolize, is an ideology of racial purity and 
the scapegoating of racial minorities and others, such as gays and lesbians, for 
deteriorating social and economic conditions. They may exist largely on the 
fringe for the time being. But their access to financial support and 
sophisticated communications technology, the degree of covert and 
sometimes not so covert support they enjoy in governments, courts, police, 
universities, and other institutions, and the deepening economic crisis that 


cries out for scapegoats, position the neo-Nazis for an arcing leap into the 
mainstream. 


If the rallying cry for all anti-racists is "Never Again!" then no one is pressing 
this at the moment any more than activist groups such as ARA. If Canadian 
governmental«authority-proves tO be às incapable in stemming racially 
motivated crime and fascist political organization as the German 
governments of the 1930's and today, then the unthinkable resurgence of 
organized Naziism may be literally at our doorstep. The unfortunate excesses 
of the June 11 ARA rally may be cause for some concern, but it does not begin 
to compare in significance or gravity with such an eventuality. And when it 
comes to apportioning responsibility for those excesses, I look to government 
authorities who have failed to expose and suppress racist and hate inspired 
violence. If they had done their job, there would have been no reason for 
such a rally in the first place.

HAVE seen such people in an earli- 
er time and had some experience of 
the way they think.

See! Didn't we tell you? The police are 
fascists, too! 

Anti-Racist Action may have begun 
with angry high school students reacting 
against a recruiting drive by a racist 
group, but these teenagers in the ARA 
are acting just like old-time Trotskyites. 

Leon Trotsky was second to Lenin in 
making the Russian revolution. But after 
Lenin's death, he lost out to Stalin and 
wound up in Mexico where a Stalinist 


agent murdered him in 1940. 

Trotsky’s followers kept the faith, 

iming to be the only true revolutionar- 
ies the vanguard of a mass move- 
ment. 

In reality, they were a small cult, oper- 
ating bookstores, and selling their news- 
paper on street corners. They showed up 
at strikes and political demonstrations 
waving banners and trying to make out 
that whatever was going on was really 
their idea. 

They had the energy of parasites. But 
most people just ignored them. 

The leaders of Anti-Racist Action are 
showing the same kind of parasitic ener-

It does little good to prudishly abhor 
their violence. Such condemnations de- 
liver quite another message.

But youre, whites who hate immi- 
grants learn that there are people doing 
something about those people. 


Immigrants and those who sympathize 
with them get much the same message. 
You don’t have to put up with fascists. 
You can fight back. 

For both sides, demonstrations and the 
violence they bi ing on are sanctified be- 
cause they are fighting in a good cause. 
Violence becomes a high, and, finally, an 
end in itself. 

For Anti-Racist Action, Trotskyites, or 
their spiritual grandchildren, have cap- 
tured the movement. 

Until someone else presents a more 
effective, and more personally gratify- 
ing, way to oppose outfits like the Heri- 
tage Front, I am afraid the extremists 

ill remain in control. 

Listen to Cindy Harrison, who de- 
scribes herself as a mother who is in- 
volved with Anti-Racist Action. 

“Young people feel betrayed by the

He said there was “very active internal

They got some help from an older generation, of 
anarchists and others, and under the tutelage of people 
like Rodney Bobiwash of the Native Canadian Centre of 
Toronto they began to learn about organizing. 

In meetings that began over a year ago the group 
began building up its arsenal of intelligence and peo-

They hooked into an international network of 
anti-racists, and built their own across the country. 

It's a network that mirrors the neo-Nazis’ own.

The racists hacked into the anarchist hotline and left 
а mockingly polite message by Heritage Front leader 
Wolfgang Droege. 


Cancelled hotline 


The anarchists impersonated Droege and cancelled 
his hotline with Bell telephone. 

The racists hacked into the newly formed Klanbus- 
ters hotline and retrieved messages — gathering more 
names and phone numbers for their files. 

Each side sought to infiltrate the other.

They were met by а small group of jeering protesters 


` who blocked their way. They scuffled and the stakes 


rose slightly. Both sides talked of the violence to 
come. 

By now the Heritage Front was hitting the high 
schools, passing out leaflets and trolling for newer, 
younger recruits. 

The activities added fuel to the ARA's own recruit- 
ment drives. They won access to the schools and to the 
students from concerned administrators. 

By the end of September, the ARA had enough mem- 
bers to go public. 

They swooped down on the University Ave. court- 
house for the next court date of the Front. 

It was noisy, but not very violent. 


Six weeks later outside a Bloor St. restaurant the 
ARA finally outnumbered the Front and its allies. And 
in a taste of things to come they pelted the cops, the 
racists and the building with eggs and paint, 

It was ugly, but no one got hurt. 

Two months later, outside the courthouse again, the 
ARA used similar tactics, hurling eggs and obscenities 
— and some heavy metal bolts, rocks and ball bearings 
— from behind the safety of police lines. 

Only this time their straining at the barricades had 
the cops pushing back. One officer and several demon-

The ARA cried repression and police brutality. But

once again, privately, they toasted their victory — - 


they'd outnumbered the racists and sent them pack- 


ing. 
And again the cops ended up protecting neo-Nazis. 
By early '93 the cold war the two sides had been wag- 
ing in private was growing warmer and more public. 
Both sides began reporting death threats. The racists 
launched a disinformation campaign that blamed the 
ARA for hate literature that began appearing around 
town. 


Store vandalized 


Swastikas appeared outside the Native Canadian 
Centre on Spadina and a left-wing book store was van- 
dalized. 3 

Finally in Ottawa last month, the gloves came off. 

Beefed up by bused-in ARA supporters from Toronto, 
the ARA in Ottawa put 700 people on the streets for an 
ugly, three-hour demo against a Heritage Front-spon- 
sored rock concert and recruiting drive. 

In a running street battle that followed the shortened 
concert, one racist and at least five anti-racists were 
assaulted severely enough to need medical attention. 

Last week the ARA evened the score in a brilliantly 
planned terror attack that caught the cops and the 
racists’, own security forces napping, trashing the 


rented east-end flat that was home to Gary Schipper, 
the voice of the Heritage Front hotline. 

It was a vicious, ugly Scene, made all the more ugly 
by the clear delight and triumph lighting the eyes of the 
organizers. For the press and Schipper's neighbors, it 
was a taste of the Nazi terror inflicted on Jews, com- 
munists, gypsies and homosexuals during the late 
1930s. E 

The ARA was jubilant after the attack. Even a late- 
night brawl with some revenge-minded racists hours 
later didn't wipe the smile off their faces. Except 
maybe on the face of the teen who got his jaw busted in 
three places. Or the other kid who had his wrist bro- 
ken. p 


From here there’s nowhere to hide. 

“It’s gonna be unsafe to be a fascist in this town,” the 
ARA's hotline crowed this week — little realizing how 
right they were. , 

Because by their violence, they’ve put themselves in 
league with the fascists and those who try and teach 
with terror. 

“The chi has made it clear that our response to this 
sort of vigilante activity is zero tolerance,” Metro 
йе Det. Chuck Konkel says. 

“We're not going to be playing favorites on this 
one."

Increase in hate crimes not centred 





on Sri Lankans, activists, police say

TORONTO — One Tamil is dead 
and two others are recovering from 
injuries inflicted during violent at- 
tacks by racist thugs in Metro during 
the past two weeks. 

The latest incident on Sunday, in 
which Ganeshamoorthy Vigenswa- 
ramoorthy was stabbed by two men 
with broken beer bottles, has 
prompted the League for Human 
Rights of B'nai Brith Canada to ex- 
press its anger at what it calls “a dan- 
gerous trend” toward racially moti- 
vated violence. 

However, the league’s chairwo- 

: man, Rochelle Wilner, was reluctant 
to conclude that the attackers had 
singled out the Sri Lankan commu- 
nity. "They're not smart enough to 
know who Sri Lankans are,” she 
said. 

Sinnathamby Sittampalm, general 
secretary of the Tamil Ealam Society 
of Canada, was also reluctant to 
jump to conclusions, saying there 
was insufficient evidence. “Al- 
though recent targets have been Sri 
Lankan Tamils, I wonder if the at- 
tacker has identified the victim as a 
Sri Lankan Tamil." 

Ms, Wilner said that "it's really a 
tough call. 1 would hate to point fin- 
gers and say they are targeting that 
particular community when in fact 
it's just the visible-minority commu- 
nities that are being targeted.” 


Constable Luciano Zeni of the 
Metro Toronto Police's hate-aware- 
ness unit said hate crimes are in- 
creasing because such groups as the 
Heritage Front, the Church of the: 
Creator and the Ku Klux Klan are: 
growing and are out in the open.’ 
However, he said that no particular, 
group has been singled out. 

He said the attacks may reflect a 
general racism although not many 
blacks had been targeted recently. 

Mr. Sittampalm suggested that 
south Asians in general may have 
been singled out. He added that he 


personally thought tough economic - 


times may be contributing to the in- 
crease in racial incidents. Young 
whites may be thinking that recent 
arrivals may be robbing them of their 
jobs, he said. 

“All Canadians should show bet- 
ter understanding of our commu- 
nity," he said. "We can contribute a 
lot to this country. We have got the 
education and the culture. Canadi- 
ans should accept us and integrate us 
into the Canadian society.” 3

To community groups: 


On Friday June 11, Anti-Racist Action marched 
through the South Riverdale community to 
expose, Oppose and confront violent white 
supremacist organizing activity in that area. 
The demonstration targeted 97 Bertmount 
Avenue, a residence where Gary Schipper 
wrote and recorded the vile messages of the 
Heritage Front Hateline. The Hateline not only 
gives a forum for openly racist, anti-semitic and 
homophobic messages, it is also used as a 
Promotion and recruitment tool for the Heritage 
Front and paramilitary organization Church of 
the Creator, groups that have a long record of 
hatemongering, violence, and intimidation. 











During the demonstration, some anti-racist protestors struck back against Gary Schipper and the 
Heritage Front. Paint bombs and rocks were thrown at his residence and windows were broken. 
Although these acts of vandalism were not planned by ARA, our group allows people to express their 
anger against fascism and white supremacy as they see fit. We do not police anti-racists. б 


VIOLENCE, ANGER, AND THE MEDIA 


Since the demonstration, the media has made every effort to marginalize ARA. Echoing the Heritage 
Front, some reporters have described us as “anarchists, militant gays and lesbians, members of far 
left groups". In this way they delegitimize the anger that is building in this city against fascist groups 
and racist, anti-semitic and homophobic thugs in general. 


We have been dismissed as unprincipled hooligans, when all the evidence shows that anti-racist 
protesters remained disciplined and focused during the demonstration, limiting property damage to 
Schipper's address. Furthermore, ARA supporters who went door-to-door explaining our presence 
met with strong support from the majority of area residents. While many were understandably 
nervous about a large militant demonstration passing through their neighbourhood, most were far 
more horrified to learn of nazi organizing in their backyards. 


Some have accused ARA of "descending to the level of the fascists". We find it indecent, at best, to 
compare ARA's restrained protest to the cowardly and brutal violence committed by nazis recently: 


е А five-on-one assault on а Black community activist in Toronto 

. An arson attack on a residence for young women in Toronto 

e. An anti-semitic attack on a man in Kitchener 

е Five people hospitalized by nazis rampaging through the streets of Ottawa after a 
Heritage Front recruitment rally 

e 


A Tamil man grabbed and beaten in Toronto, by a nazi drunk and pumped-up after a 
Heritage Front rally earlier that evening 


Where was the public outcry in response to these attacks? And the many others inspired by local 


fascists, if not carried out by them? Where was the media? But when a white man’s windows are 
broken in an act of outrage against nazi terror, those young people responsible are branded as 


criminals. 





WHAT ARE OTHER ANTI-RACIST ACTIVISTS SAYING ABOUT JUNE 11? 


Media have diligently sought out anti-racist organizers and activists to publicly denounce ARA and the 
June 11 demonstration. So far, they have had little success. Even those who cannot endorse such 
action for political reasons have gone out of their way to avoid condemning us: 


° Dudley Laws of the Black Action Defense Committee called the action “extreme... but justified”. 

° Bernie Farber of the Canadian Jewish Congress: "The problem is...the police and the attorney- 
general's office have not been co-operating. They have not used legislation as a means to stop 
to hate-mongering. Young people...understandably get very frustrated and wrongly take the 
Jaw into their own hands. | really hold the people who are in the position of authority 
responsible at this point because they have chosen to do nothing [about hate crimes].* 

е Martin Theriault of the Canadian Centre Against Racism апа Prejudice: "Even though по опе 
can support the vandalizing of a person's house, we also have to understand that given the 
amount of pressure and vicious attacks by the neo-nazis, and the lack of law enforcement 
response to neo-nazis in the past, that we did have all the conditions necessary for the incident 
at Schipper's house to occur." 


DIFFERENT STRATEGIES -- ONE ANTI-RACIST MOVEMENT 


We are learning from events in Europe and elsewhere that we need to use a variety of tactics in the 
fight against fascism. In Germany, the resurgence of the far-right has not been prevented even by 
laws against nazi organizing and propaganda much stronger than Canadian hate laws. Cops and the 
courts may sometimes slow down white supremacist activity, but we can't depend on them alone — 
particularly when members of neo-nazi groups are employed by the military and police forces. 
European anti-fascists are also learning that millions may march in the streets against racist violence, 
but the murders and firebombings continue. 


As a youth-oriented group, ARA is developing its own particular strategies to fight grassroots racism. 
We've focused on education in high schools, both to empower those who are targeted by fascists and 
to prevent fascist recruitment of young white students. We participate in anti-racist coalitions and 
help build mass demonstrations, and also organize militant and direct street action against local nazis. 


Some anti-racist protestors were frightened at the June 11 demonstration. We sympathize! Because 
anti-fascist work is always dangerous, we prepare for possible attacks in any way we can, whether by 
developing defensive marshalling strategies, by carrying heavy picket signs to protect ourselves, or by 
keeping a march route secret. These tactics kept anti-racists safe on June 11, although close to 50 
members of the Heritage Front and Church of the Creator were assembled a few blocks from our 
starting point. 


We have to be clear with ourselves that it is fascist goons and racist police that make anti-fascist work 
dangerous -- not militant anti-racists! And the risks we take are worth it because we are seeing some 
results. While the Kitchener chapter of the Heritage Front holds meetings and displays propaganda in 
a downtown storefront, Toronto Front members can't even announce their events in advance for fear 
of anti-racist protest. Because they can't openly maintain an office space, their homes and offices 
have become their centres of operation. But after June 11, Droege and his partners in crime won't 
feel so secure hiding in their homes, organizing for the "final solution". 


As a single group in a broad anti-racist movement, Anti-Racist Action supports all efforts and 
Strategies to say NO TO NAZIS, whenever and wherever they appear. In light of current efforts to 
divide the anti-racist movement over a few broken windows, we ask for your continued support.

In the past few months this city and province have seen a frightening 
escalation in the number of racist attacks. These attacks have left one man 


dead and one man paralyzed. 


The attacks come in the context of a rise in 
the level of Neo-Nazi organizing across Canada. 

Attacks on lesbians and gay mon, long targets 
of hate from far-right groups, have increased 
considerably. In Montreal, 13 gay men have been 
murdered since 1990 and countless others have 
been beaten. Members of the lesbian and gay 
community believe that Nazi organizations have 
played a significant role in a number of these 
beatings and murders. Aboriginal people have 
been the target of racist attacks. Fascist symbols 
were painted on the sidewalk outside the Native 
Canadian Centra in Toronto just а few months ago. 
One socialist bookstore in Toronto had a window, 
with pictures of Nelson Mandela and Malcolm X 
prominently displayed, smashed by the far right. 


Nazis in our neighbourhoods 


Groups such as the Heritage Front, the 
Church of the Greator and others are actively 
trying to build Nazi organizations in this city. They 
are leafletting our neighbourhoods, targeting our 
schools and our social clubs. With their flyers, 
phone-lines and meetings they intend to build a 
large fascist base ій Toronto. A strong, visible, 
anti-racist presence in our communities is what is 
needed to push them back. 


Just another viewpoint? 


The Heritage Front and others say they are 
just about ideas, that they are about "an alternative 
Viewpoint". Too often the media has bought into. 
this “free-speech” nonsense, simply labelling 
groups like the Heritage Front as a "White rights 
group”. But what the Nazis are about has nothing 
to do with rights, but everything to do with inciting 
and organizing violence against people of colour, 
lesbians and gay men, the left, and anyone else 
they see as the enomy. Newspapers have devoted 
column after column to a broken window and have 
largely ignored the broken bones and lives to those 
who have suffered at the hands of the Nazis. 


Media and the Nazis 


Papers like the Toronto Sun have in many 
ways helped the Heritage Front grow — all the 
racist stereotypes about "Asian crime gangs" and 
"Jamaican Drug kingpins" and "job stealing illegal 


immigrants" — this plays right into the hands and 
ideology of Heritage Front leader, Wolfgang 
Drooge and his friends. 

The racist climate created by such 
stereotypes is one example of the systemic 
racism faced by people of colour in Canada. 
This is made even worse in hard economic 
times, where right-wingers try to blame tha crisis 
оп immigrants, women, lesbians and gay men. It 
is this scapegoating and economic crisis which 
feeds the growth of the far right. 


A racist climate 


Tho Heritago Front and the racist climate 
they feed in, both directly and indirectly 
threatens many of our communities — it is time 
ош communities and our organizations came 
together and said enough is enough. 

We need only look to Europe today to see 
the threat that the far-right can pose. The brutal 
attacks and firabombings in Germany, the rise of 
the National Front in France and the anti-semitic 
attacks across Poland, But here, as in Europe, 
many many people oppose the racists and the 
Nazis and are disgusted by what they stand for. 

The opposition that many communities feel 
to the Nazis however has yet to be fully tapped. 
We have not уе! seen tho level of joint action 
and co-ordination across communities that can 
give a mass focus to anti-racism and anti- 
fascism in the city. 

The organizers of this demonstration are 
from a variety of different community and 
Political organizations. Despite our differences 
же share ono thing. Wo are dotorminod to put 
an end to the attacks and we are determined to 
prevent the cancer of fascism taking root in our 
neighbourhoods and in our city. This 
demonstration could be a beginning. 


Unity in action 


To really make a difference and begin to 
turn the tide against the far-right we need more 
and more organizations and community 
members to stand up and get involved. We need 
to come together and pian how we сап 
effectively work together against racism and 
fascism. If we stand and work together then we 
can defeat them.

But if there’s a lesson to be 
learned from the experience 
abroad, it is that public, media and 
police sentiment have converged 
against those who employ violent 
means to fight racism. Similar sen- 
timents towards the ARA are al- 
ready emerging here. 


Drawn distance 


Both the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress and B'nai Brith have dis- 
tanced themselves from the Schip- 
per attack — the latter announci 
the formation of its own anti-racist 
Youth League — while the main- 
stream media has been cut off for 
what the ARA calls its “hyped” and 
critical coverage of the incident. 

While there is, in Germany, some 
sympathy on a moral level for the 
violent tactics employed by what 
are described as "autonomous anti- 
fascists,” Herbert Ammon, a sociol- 
ogist at Frie University in Berlin, 
says the groups are “totally re- 
jected” by a majority of Germans. 

There, the anti-fascist "move- 
| ment" is made up of loosely affili- 

ated, largely unorganized cells 
dominated by those on the political 
left and cast-offs from the militant

Form lobbies 


Forum's approach has instead 
been to lobby at the political level 
and network with citizen groups in- 
volved in local efforts in cities and 
towns across Germany. These in- 
clude neighbourhood night watch- 
es and telephone hotlines set up to 
rally the public during outbreaks of 
racist violence,

at the University of Bremen, says . 


he's not sure what real impact the 
efforts of mainstream anti-racist 
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groups is having. Most groups are 
small and organized at the local 
level by citizen and church groups 
— the latter of which, Abrahams 
notes, holds little sway over young 
people, The mainstream anti-racist 
groups, meanwhile, are largely net- 
working organizations. 

“If you watch German television 
and talk shows, you're inundated 
by a series of discussions saying 
how we cannot allow this to hap- 
ays Abrahams. "Then you 
have these candlelight processions. 
But if you ask me what these are 
doing to halt the attacks on foreign- 
ers, probably not тис! 

Both socially and politically, says 
Abrahams, "There's a split, be- 
cause there's a lot of German feel- 
ing that opposes open asylum 
laws," which have brought thou- 
sands of immigrants into the coun- 
try. 

"There's no consensus," on what 
to do to combat the neo-Nazi right, 
says Kristina Schwaitzar, a spokes- 
person for Bureau for Social Edu- 
cation near Hanover. "Everybody 
has their own strategy, more or less, 
(but) only if we prepare actions to- 
gether then this discussion (on 
strategies to combat racism) starts

А rally on June 28 protesting the rise of 
racially motivated violence in Toronto 
drew over 1,000 people. The rally was the 
culmination of a month of protests and 
clashes between racist groups and anti- 
racismactivists. 

Organized by a coalition of over 80 
activist and community service groups, 
the demonstration was among the largest 
in the history of anti-racist activism in 
Toronto, 

“The coalition is building a support 
base within formerly victimized and si- 
lenced communities,” said Amy 
Casipullai, one of the organizers of the 
march, 

‘The majority of the demonstrators were 
Tamil - a community that felt especially 
threatened by racists this June, 

Three Tamil men were attacked - one 
killed, one paralyzed and one severely 
wounded -in what police believe may have 
been racially motivated acts of violence. 

Aviva Rubin of the Jewish Feminist 


Anti-Fascist League (JFAFL) urgeddem- 


onstrators to speak out against such vio-. 


lence. 

“This is not the time to wait patiently 
and notmake waves. Our silence will not 
protect us,” she said. 

Demonstrators demanded the enforce- 
mentof Canada's hate laws. Tim Murphy, 
MPP (St.George - St David), called for 
improved anti-racist legislation. 

“The Ontario Attorney-General 
[Marion Boyd] should insist оп a zero- 
tolerance approach in bringing charges 
forward. A charge itself has symbolic 
value.” 

Although Boyd’ s office held a meeting 
in May to discuss ways of stopping racist 
violence, no initiatives have yet been taken. 

“It’s an ongoing process, there's not 
much I can add,” said Barbara Creaver, 
spokeperson for the Attorney-General. 

Organizers of the rally said they were 
determined not to allow a repeat of a June 
11 Anti-Racist Action (ARA) protest which 
ended witheggs and paint being thrown at 
the house of Heritage FrontmemberGary

Defence Committee (BADC) told demon- 
strators thal “ifthe police don't protect us 
then we have a responsibility to protect 
ourselves.” 

Peries said that while the coalition does 
not advocate fighting the rise of racism 
with violence, it does not condemn 
ARA’s actions on June 11.

2 new arrests 
in racist case 


Two more people have been charged in the trashing of a 
white supremacist's rented home. 

Two men were arrested Monday night during a 1,200- 
member anti-racist rally in downtown Toronto. 

“The two men were recognized by two undercover 
officers in the anti-racist crowd," said Metro Police Staff- 
Sgt. John Sillaots. 

Police have arrested four Anti-Racist Action members 
since the June 11 televised attack on Gary Schipper’s 
rented east-end home. 

Schipper’s flat was the focus of an ARA demo and 
several masked demonstrators broke windows and a door 
and threw eggs, rocks, paint, smoke bombs and excre- 
ment at the Bertmount Ave. house. 

Ainsworth Weir, 21, and Peter Rickards, 23, both of 
Toronto, are charged with mischief over $1,000 and wear- 
ing a disguise with intent to commit an indictable 
offence. 

Sillaots said a 15-year-old Toronto youth was also 
arrested at the rally for swinging a four-foot club at the 
demonstrators.

Cops nab seven in June 11 protest 


The June 11 Anti-Racist Action (ARA) 
protest, which saw over 200 protestors 
attack the Bertmount Avenue Toronto 
house of neo-Nazi organizer Gary 
Schipper, was widely criticized by To- 
ronto papers, but some anti-racist organ- 
izers say the criticism is misplaced. 

Amy Casipullai, who helped organize 
a 1,000 strong protest on June 28, said 
the mediahas portrayed ARA as nobetier 
than the racists they attack 

“The ARA has been victimized by the 
| mainstream media,” she said. 

“They havea good record of working

Some of Schipper’ s neighbours disa- 
gree. Don Seneschal, who lives across 
the street from the vandalized house, said 
he opposes the way the ARA operates. 

“Their motives are good, but I cannot. 
agree with their methods," he said. 

But Kevin, a spokesperson for the 
ARA, said he considered the June 11 
rally a success. 

“It’s always difficult to evaluate the 
| effectiveness of violent protest but look 
at how we (ARA) affect the far- right” 

“The June 11 demonstration crippled 
the far-right,” Kevin said. 

“The Heritage Front was forced to 
cancel their June 12 Kitchener recruit- 
ment meeting, and Raballa, their propa- 
ganda band, was forced to cancel its 
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Kevin said young peoplejoined ARA 
because of its willingness to act force- 
fully. 

"I'm not content relying on legis! 
tion to do the fighting against racism,” 
he said. 

Aller the protest at Schipper’ shouse, 
members of ARA and Heritage Front 
clashed outside Sneaky Dee's, at Col- 
lege and Bathurst streets, and assaulted 
them in the street. 

One person at the scene was taken to 
hospital with a broken jaw. 

Three membersof the Heritage Front 
were arrested at the scene, including 
Heritage Front leader Wolfgang Droege. 
All are charged with assault and posses- 
sion of a dangerous weapon. An ARA 
member was also arrested. 

On June 23, police arrested a 23-year 
old U of T student outside an open-line 
radio program at which she was repre- 
senting the ARA. At the June 28 rally, 
two other ARA members were arrested. 

All four ARA members arrested are 
charged with mischief over $1,000, and 
wearingadisguise with intent to commit 
an indictable offence. A total of three 
other lesser charges have also been laid.

“I imagine in the next 
few months we’ll see a 
lot more 8 mm Italian 
pistols,” Clark said. 

The pistols were 
seized as a spin-off of a 
stolen car probe.

“Two young kids, both 
17, were changing serial 
numbers on stolen cars 
and selling them for 
$2,000 each,’’ Clark 
said. 

Police searched 
their homes and found 
the pistols, a sawed-off 
12-gauge shotgun, a 
scoped rifle and stolen 
goods worth $4,000. 

"They're part of a 
neo-Nazi skinhead 
gang," Clark said.

IT'S TIME TO DIE 
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Fascism: What it is and how to fight it 


"The struggle against fascism does not begin in the liberal 
editorial office, but begins in the factory and ends in the 
street." (Leon Trotsky) 


Gunalan Muthulingam, after being savagely beaten by Nazi thugs, 
has now died in the hospital. The recent racist attacks against 
Tamil refugees in Toronto have sounded the alarm for many who had 
previously thought the "reemergence" of fascism was a strictly 
European phenomenon. Like their counterparts throughout the 
"First World," the local interbreed of Nazi scum have begun an 
organized and systematic campaign of race terrorism against those 
who they consider to be most vulnerable. (Anti-Asian racism, 
imported with English colonialism, has been a hallmark of Canada 
since its inception.) 


The semispontaneous resistance to the marked growth in fascist 
activity has drawn militant youth of all races and nationalities 
into the struggle. Anti-Racist Action (ARA), a group formed last 
fall to confront Wolfgang Droege's "Heritage Front," has 
organized a series of sizeable mobilizations, and for that reason 
has been the focus of considerable media attention. Many people 
are for the first time seriously asking themselves: What is 
fascism? 


As in the 1930s, an international economic crisis rocks. the 
imperial heartlands as mass unemployment plagues the urban 
industrial centers. Fascism, the end product of capitalist decay, 
feeds off the desperation of an increasingly disenfranchised 
section of society that sees no other way out. Its slogans, its 
banners and its ideology are but the tainted mask of the frenzied 
petit bourgeoisie. Though the ruling class prefers bourgeois 
democracy as a more smooth and efficient means of maintaining 
control (and hence its rate of profit), it may eventually be 
compelled, out of fear of widespread revolt and in defence of its 
own interests, to sacrifice its direct political rule and opt for 
fascisn. 


If the rising tide of racist terror is not properly understood, 
it cannot be properly combatted. History has passed its verdict 
on those who would dismiss fascist organisations as "irrelevant" 
or part of the "lunatic fringe." The Heritage Front and its gang 
of white lumpen losers are growing by the day. As the economic 
crisis deepens and society becomes increasingly polarized, the 
fascist filth have begun to crawl out of their holes. They must 
be stopped. The question is, how? ` 


Peaceful/Legal Strategy: A Dead End 


"We're looking for results and results are only found in the 
judicial system." (Gerda Frieberg, Canadian Jewish Congress) 


After each ARA antifascist mobilization, the bourgeois media has 
shepherded a host of "respectable citizens" to come forward to 
denounce the "violence" of the demonstrators, and has even 
obscehely lumped them together in the same camp as the Nazi 
rabble. Apparently a few ARA supporters have likewise become 
disillusioned with the confrontationist strategy and are seeking 
a more peaceful means of stopping them. But the peaceful/legal 
strategy of the reformist left is based on the belief that the 
state can or will thwart the rise of fascism if only it is 
pressured enough to do so. This is a dangerous pacifist illusion. 
The state is not some neutral arbitrator for abstract "justice" 
but an instrument of class rule. As such the capitalist state not 
only turns a blind eye to fascist terror but in times of acute 
crisis actively encourages it. It is the oppressed who are the 
victims of fascism, and it is the oppressed who, with the 
direction of the organized and integrated labor movement, can and 
must stop it. 


Another tactic used by the peaceful/legal types is to "expose" 
the fascists in the courtrooms. Not only does this give the Nazis 
a forum to spew their hate but it also coincides very nicely with 
the fascists' demands for their "right to free speech." "White 
Power" and Neo-Nazi ideology is not a matter for critical 
evaluation nor debate. These racist murderers are driven not by 
the logic of their ideas but by the logic of a system in crisis. 


Centrality of the Working Class 


There is a prevailing myth on the left that the organized working 
class or the union movement is a "privileged" layer that will not 
defend the interests of the "less privileged" (i.e., women, 
minorities, and gays and lesbians). The bureaucratic misleaders 
of the unions, the real privileged layer, have in their own way 
given credence to this myth and only offer very tight lip service 
to the fight against racism. This is not an accident. As "labor 
lieutenants of capital," the union bureaucrats act as agents of 
the bosses in the workers movement and therefore put their 
local/parochial interests before those of the class as a whole, 
their episodic off-key outbursts of "Solidarity Forever" 
notwithstanding. 


Under capitalism, the proletariat is only a class. for 
exploitation. Even the apparent higher standard of living is 
rapidly being eroded through wage freezes and cuts and tax 
ripoffs, not to mention unemployment. It is in the interest of 
workers to wage a fight against fascism because it represents the 
naked class rule of the bosses. Secondly, the organized working 
class is racially integrated, so it remains a significant 
obstacle to the Nazis' plans for a "New Order." Making the link 
between the unions and the specially oppressed sectors of society 
is key to the struggle against fascism. The organized working 
class is the only oppressed sector which has both the objective 
interest and the social power to lead the struggle to crush and 
defeat the Nazi scun. G3 


Ultimately the struggle against fascism is a struggle to overturn 
the capitalist system that gave rise to it. This requires the 
forging of a Leninist party, rooted in the working class, which 
will act as a tribune of the oppressed, addressing the concrete 
issues of the day. 


We by no means would disparage militants for venting the just 
rage these creeps deserve. But as the recent police sweeps on 
radio stations and demonstrations attest, the state is a very 
powerful institution and is hardly "neutral." It is clear that 
more than courage and determination are necessary to win the 
upcoming battle for our workplaces, our streets and our future. 
Mobilizing the ranks of labor is not a token gesture of "anti- 
fascist unity" but a burning necessity. The militant ARA 
mobilizations have sometimes put the Nazis on the run but they 
will keep coming back. The lessons of history are there for all 
to learn. Only by linking the struggle against fascism to the 
need for a workers revolution will that struggle be won once and 
for all.
